PITIFUL TALE TOLD 
BY MINER'S WIDOW 


The anthracite coal strike commission sit- 
ting in Scranton, Pa., had heard the past 
week sOme of the most pathetic tales of 
sufferings endured by the human mine 
workers and their families and as a result 
of their employement by the great com- 
panies. 

Some of the narratives so simply told 


Were almost incredible. So touching were |: 


they in thetr-recitations of human suffer- 
ings that more than once the members of 
the commission were moved to tears during 
their recital. Taken altogether, the stories 
Gisciosed to public view a story of the 
harsh side of life in the coal rgzions of 
Pennsylvania. 

With a view to establishing whether or 
mot these remarkable stories told on the 
witness stand were overdrawn in the tell- 
ing, a Post-Dispatch staff correspondent 
made a tour of the districts in question 
and talked with ev witness whose reci- 
tal attracted attention during the past 
week. ,

the man, “and that she would get her 
death from lying beside the road in the 
rain and mud, because in free America she 
had been evicted. That is what happened 
and I am just after burying_her. 

“tT am an Ireiand man myself and came 
to this country when I was 20 and worked 
in Carbon County till I was married and 
came here to work for the Markles. When 
I went into George Markle’s mines I was as 
strong and healthy as any man you ever 
saw. When he threw me out of his house 
after I had served my best years and my 
strength for him I was a physical wreck, 
having been blown to pieces more times 
than I can tell. Once I was crushed under 
falling coal and all my ribs broken. Once 
the calf of my right lef was torn out com- 
pletely. All my legs and arms have been 
broken time and again. One eye was 
burned out, and I wear a glass one. You 
can see that my face and hands are marred 
and searred with powder. My hands have 
been crushed time and again.’’ 

» As the man talked he arose and held out 
his hands. He is only 57 years old, but 
looks like a man of 70. 

“Time and again when my little family 
was growing up around me have I knelt 
in prayer and asked blessings on Jehn 
Markle for taking me back to work after 
I had been crippled in his mines, trying to 
earn money for him and a living for me. 
In those days they never gave any money 
to a miner’s wife when the man was killed. 
“Well, when we went out on strike the | 
10th of May we were living in one of John 
Markle’s houses at Jeddo, the little mining 
hamlet of 16 or 20 houses near his mines. 

“T was not in debt to him, and I had not 
traded at the company’s store since the 
strike of 1900. I owed not a cent tuo any liv- 
ing man. In my family was my wife ard 
her mother, who is over a hundred years 
old, Resides them were two little children, 
Dannie Dugan and Maggie McGlynn, 10 and 
li years. We had adopted them. 


“During the strike, I never threatened 
any man. I never tried to scare any man. 
I never threatened Markie. When I met 
him, I talked with him good naturedly as 
we did in the o!d days, for all the men 
liked him once. 

“Tho strike ended and on Novembcr 1 
twelve ofthe men who Lved with their 
families in the little cottages of John Mar- 
kle, at Jeddo, were surprised to get notice 
that in twelve days we mist get'out of the 
houres.

“I'l go back to Markle, and tell him. 
he its willing, I will wait till tonight,” 
said, and drove off. 


“He had time to drive to Mr. Markle’s 
big hduse on the hill, when back he comes 
and says Markle would give us five min- 
utes to get out. And as I stood there on 
the steps talking with him, down the road 
came companies of militia and three wagon 
loads of deputy sheriffs. The soldiers halt- 
ed in front of my house and grounded their 
rifles on my walk. Then the officers came 
into my house and ordered my wife to get 
out of bed and dress and they shook the 
100-year-old mother and told her to get up. 

“*You are going to be evicted,’ they 
shouted at her. 

‘“*My God, are we back in Ireland?’ she 
screamed, and from that hour till this she 
has never talked straight. 

“My poor. wife said that she would get 
up if the sheriff would go out of the room 
and they stood outside while she got up 
and dressed herself and then dressed her 
old mother. The officers were putting out 
the furniture in the mud and rain. It was 
not very good furniture, but it was all we 
had and was dear to us because it was 
associated with the trials and joys of our 
25 years of married life. The soldiers were 
asked to help put out the goods that were 
heavy, and they refused. The goods of 11 
men were being thrown out at the same 
time. I am willing to say that the soldiers 
were our friends during the whole time of 
the strike. 

‘There were militia companies H, K and 
F, and’ if ever 1 saw men who looked 
ashamed they did...My wife, nearly choking 
with tonsilitis, went out and sat’on a stone 
beside the road with a plece of carpet 
over her head. And in all the years of 
troubles, strikes, hungér and sickness that 
we had been man and wife, I had never 
seen her shed a tear, but now she buried 
her face in her hands and cried. Even 
then she called to me, ‘Don’t mind. me, 
You are not to 
You are more of a man than any 
sheriff or soldier among them.’ 

“After the i0use was cleared the old 
woman had been carried out and put.on a 
chair in the rain and left there, I started 
to walk seven miles to Hazelton to find a 
House. The two women and the children 
stayed in the rain until I got back and 
then a neighbor got up courage to take the 
oldest one in and put her to bed. I got an 
old, damp, tumble-down shack on Broad 
strect here, and I brought first my sick 
wife and then her mother to it, seven miles 
through the storm. By that time the dis-

| CHAPTER III. 
Worked Seventeen Years and Saw 


Only $50 in Money. 


“I am 60 years,’ said James Gallagher, 
and I was never arrested in my life, and 
have never been in court. I worked for 
the Markle’s for thirty years, the best part 
of ‘ny manhood, ard I always tried to do 
my best, so that I have a clear conscience. 


When I was married, years ago, my wife 
and I used to hope that I should become a 
boss and get go0d pay and perhaps edu- 
cate our children so that they would be a 
little better off than their parents were. 
Those were days of happiness in spite of 
the hard times and the long huurs. The 
years went by and the children came one 
by one till there are eight now. We traded 
at the company store in order a get a 
chance to work. Almost every year I was 
laid up with some sort of a sickness, 80 
that I could not work. Our debt got ahead 
of us, and all my life I have been strug- 
gling agains: hope to get out of debt. 

“One day a friend of mine, a miner, was 
letting off a charge, when the roof fell in on 
him and as | went to get out more of it 
fell on me and both my legs were broken. 
I waa laid up for a long time—more than a 
year. But my wife stood by’ me, doing 
washing, going up to wash the floor of 
Markle's office and earning all she could. 

“When she worked for 
taken out and added to what we paid on 
the family debt at the company store, but 
we did not care, for we still hoped for ulti- 
mate freedom and comfort. All these years 
there has been hanging over me the fear 
of death. 

“Not that I feared for my part, but that 
leaving Maggie Gallaher alone in the world 


with eight children and a debt hanging over | 


her. At times it was awful. This led me 
to suggest about 26 years ago the estab- 
lishment of @ leath fund among the miners, 
so that the cost of burying a man would 
not weigh so heavily on his wife. 
“It does not cost much to bury a miner, 
but a good burial is all that he gets in this 
life and we lIike him to have that little. 
So when we have paid the undertaker and 
bought him a little piece of real estate, 2x6, 
there is generally little left out of a- hun- 
dred. dollars. That was before John

“You see, we never get money enough to 
keep this store biH paid up because when 
we get nearly paid up, we would be half 
killed in some explosion and would have to 
lie in bed while the debt at the store grew. 

“And heaven knows that the miners’ 
wives never live extravagantly, and are al- 
ways sparing themselves food to keep down 
| the debt. It is awful as you grow old and 
‘feel youth and strength slipping away to 
realize that the hopes and ambitions of 
youth are going because you are in debt, 
and never will be out. You can’t move 
away and go into some new work, because 
you can’t get the money, and will have to 
pay your bill at the store first, anyway. 

“When I got out of debt for a little while 
in my younger days, they, would give the 
toughest breast to work in, so that I did 
not make much, and was soon in debt 
again. 

“It was a sorry day for me when I saw 
my first half-g-own boy go trudging off to 
the mine with his dinner pail and his lamp. 
He was a fair red-cheeked boy cf 14. He 
had worked in the breaker at 8 There 
wasn't a scar nor powder mark nor a bro- 
ken bone about him. 

‘**Never mind, pop, he said, when they 
brought him home with his arm torn off 
at the shoulder. ‘I ain't dead yet, and I 
guess they will not kill me so easy.’ 

“And they didn’t. He is a precious boy, 
and after his arm was torn off he studied 
in the schools and at home nights by the 
light of his mine lamp till he got to be 
schoolteacher and came along in time to 
help pay up the debt at the company store. 
If it had not been for him»it would never 
have been paid. 

“When his arm was torn off and he could 
walk a little he went down to Markle’s.of- 
fice and talked with them. You see, he is 
of a later generation and has some of these 
new ideas about a company’s moral right 
and obligations. He told them that they 
owed him something morally for the arm 
he lost in their service. 

“We older ones told him not to go, but 
he went. We toid him that the Markie 
company was neither a Sunday school nor 
charitable institution. They ordered him 
out. All he asked was $30 to square the 
surgeon's bill. 

“Why they picked me out for eviction 
Perhaps 
it was because I am getting old and not 
so good as a miner. Perhaps because my 
sons are union met and intelligent. 

“We got notices with the rest. Though I

If I had been an able man I would have 
carried her out myself. But I could nor do 
it, and the coal and iron police carried her 
out and put her down in the road. After 
she was chilled through one of the neigh- 
bors woh was not evicted dared to ask us 
to come into his house, and allowed me to 
move my furniture into his cellar, 

“Then friends took us un and hiren e 
house for us here and nt #™ was brought 
down here. She is not as well as she was, 
and I'm afraid can’t live long. The evic- 
tioms are not the worst part of this mining 
trouble. The worst is the little pay and the 
company store. For seventeen years I was 
in debt and did not see but $50 in money in 
that time. 

“This I got as a special favor when I was 
buried under the falling coal one time and 
half killed. I had to have things the com- 
pany store did not have and that was how 
I came to get the money.” 

In similar strain all other stories told on 
the stand last week were both verified and 
amplified by the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent’s tour of investigation.

Canal Two Miles Long Must Be Dug 
to the Nearest Supply Before 
Water Works Can 
Resume.

NEBRASKA CITY, Neb., Dec. 13.—The 
mad Missouri, the most capricious river on 
the face of the earth, in a playful mood 
lest Friday night, left the channel it had 
occupied, close under the Nebraska bank 
at th.s place, and when Saturday morning 
dawned the waters of the Missouri were 
two miles away. Where on Friday had 
beer a stream and 20 feet of water, Sat- 
urday was an immense sand bar, four feet 
above water and extending over thousands 
of acres. From the playground on the bank, 
where small boys were wont to throw 
stones into the swift-running stream, it 
now requires the assistance of a Mauser 
riile to reach the water. The Missouri Pa- 


cilic locomotives formerly took water at 
Nebraska City, but they don’t any more. 
The intake pipe of the railroad water tank 
is. now located in the center of a big sand 
bar, more than a mile from the water. 
The city waterworks is out of comrnis- 
sion. The handsome pumping station, tor- 
merly on the river bank, with the intake 
pipe 20 feet out in the stream, is in its 
accustomed pos.tion, but the stream is not 
there now and a long line of men are work- 
ing like beavers cutting a canal two miles 
to the river, in order that the city may 
as a water supply and protection from 
re.

This forcé 
is working day and night, but their ef- 
for s are vitifully wesk against the m'ghty 
and muddy old Missouri. eir canal, 
when finished, may prove a success;

One end rests in the open river, the other 
s ants slightly upward and opens into the 
tayou. he troughs fill with water from 
the river. after which workmen force it to 
the farther end with big wooden scoops, 
and into the bayou, where jt runs down 
toward the warterworks intake pipe. 
There is a great dread among all the 
eople of fire. Some months o, a fire- 
started a number of fires in the city 
st at that time caused great excitement 
and terror. He was never captured. It 
is feared the same person may take ad- 
advantage of the lack of fire protection 
and set fire to a building in the business 
t of the town. Should this be done, 
the flames will simply burn themselves out 
of material, as the city is without any pro- 
teétion whatever.

ERED BY PASSENGER CARS. 


WOULD PREVENT STRIKES 


The Plan Is to Attach Letter Boxes to 
the Street Cars in Big Cities—To 
Be Given a Test in 
Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13:.~—Labor organiza- 
tions are preparing to make «a protest 
against the plans of the postoffice depart- 
ment for using the street cars for collecting | 
the mails. A committee of experts has 
been examining a» patent mail box at- 
tached to street cars and have recommend- 
ed ihat the system be given a thorough 
test in this city. The devise is a simple 
one, consisting of a metal box inside the 
ear, under the seat, with a slot in the s'de 
of the car similar to those now used in 
railway postal cars. The opening for the 
letters is #> protected that rain and snow? 
will not fall into the box. The plan pro- 
posed provides that the person desiring to 
deposit a lettef shall step to the street 
corner fust as if he were to board the car. 
When the motorman brines the car to a 
standstill the letter is deposited in the slot 
throuch the side of the car, and is on Its 
way to the postoffice, 

Tt is arrued that the plan will find grest 
favor. particularly im! residence @iktricts. 
where the ccllections are made at infre- 
quent intervals. It is also proposed to 
readjust the routes of carriers whose duty 
it is to collect the letters from the s‘reet 
cornér boxes. These carriers, according 
to the plan proposed, will work between 


the car lines, and as rapidly as the street 
boxes are emptied will deposit the mai! 
from them into the street cars. 

The postoffice department has already 
received a number of protests from labor 
organizations throughout the coun‘ry. and 
it is expected that an oreanized fieht wil) 
be made against the adoption of the plan. 
It is asserted by labor leaders who watch 
such maters very closely that the adontion 
of the system is simp'v a scheme to throw 
the protection of the United States around 
the operation o* the etreet cars. In case 
of a strike federal troons could be called 
out to secure the unmolested onveration of 
cars carrying United States mall. If the 
system is adopted by the postoffice de- 
partment the labor leaders assert that the 
street ra'iwav compentes of the country 
would cheerfully equv'; each of thelr cars 
with the letter bores and so make it 
impossible for striking employes to e- 
eure an adtfustment of thelr erievances 
through the customary method of interfer- 
ine with the operation of the cars. An 
officer of the American Federation of Ta- 
bor stated vesterday that h‘s organization 
had been asked to thoroughly investigate 
the proposed plan.

Barrow told Cupt. Tuttle of a remarkable 
discove the natives of the vicinity had 
made of the framework of a house which 
as partially imbedded tn-a cliff, fronting 
the ocean, 15 miles southeast of Point 
Barrow. At the point where>the | house 
was discovered protruding the ciff rome 
sheer 70 feet from the ocean. Forty feet 
above tidewater and 30 feet. from the top 
of the cliff one end of the house was ex- 
posed. . ' 

The house was built somewhat after the 

lan of the structures of the primitive 
nhabitants of America. The ribs of an 
enormous whale or of somé@ animal now 
extinct were used for a framework, and 
over these skins had evidently been 
stretched. . 

At the instigation of Capt.- Tuttle the 
natives made an extavation in the cliff 
and brought away the utensils that could 
be discovered.

Lands in the Southwest. 


NO BRITISH RULE FOR THEM 


PEARSON SAYS THEY WANT 
1,000,000 ACRES IN TEXAS. 


It Is Believed That First Colony of One 
Thousand Families Will Be Fol- 
lowed by Others Seeking 
Liberty. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—On the ocean 
somewhere between Germany and America 
is a committee of four sturdy Boers, who 
are their way to Texas, New Mexico and 
Colrado in search of a million acres of land 
to which a thousand Africander families 
will emigrate from the conquered Trans- 
vaal. 

This will be the beginning of an exodus 
which may take from South Africa its best 
and bravest blood, the Repubiicans of the 
veldt who can not bring themselves to live 
under the rule of a king. 

Four Boers, who left Bremen for Texas 
Nov. 29, represent a large Africander com- 
mittee whose membership includes several 
Boer generals dnd commandants and mem- 
bers of the now extinct Volksraad. 

They have studied the map of the world 
for a place to which their people may 
‘trek’ for the last time. 

Madagascar and the Argentine republic 
have already been - considered, and the 
choice now lies be ween the rich and cheap 
lands of Texas, New Mexico and Colorado. 

They will possib'y settle in Texas. 

There fs no more impressive and pa- 
thetic incident in the vast movement of 
races from the Old World to the New 
than this proposed voyage of th@ beaten 
Boers from continent to continent. 

lt recalls the sailing of the Mayfiower 
pilgrims, the Hugenets and the Irish, all 
potent and brilliant factors in the uprear- 
ing of the United States the blood thas 
has told decisively in American histo ‘y, 
and there is abundand evidence that the 
South African heroes and their children 
will be welcomed to their new home. 


PEARSON LEADS MOVEMENT. 

The representative of this movement 
in America Gen. Samuel Pearson, the 
late quartermaster general of the South 
African republic, who is now on his way 
from New York to Texas. 

He shares with Kruger and Steyn the 
distinction of being exiled from his native 
Jand, where his wife and eight children 
are still living. 

“We are to choose a million or more 
acres to which a thousand Africander fani- 
i:fes will emigrate at once,’’ said Gen. Pear- 
son. 

“J am sure that if these nine or ten 
thousand persons get on well when they 


settle there, this exodus will be merely the 
forerunner of an immigration which will 
bring at least half of the Africander Boers 
to the United States. 

They will come to stay, to become cit{- 
zens to help in building up this great na- 
tion, and to fight for its flag against the 
whole world.” 

“Why do your people leave South Africa, 
General? It is a rich country for farmers 
and stock raising.’’ 

“Why do we leave South Africa? A 
‘Trek’ in Africa is no ionger possible. The 
Africander patriots must now ‘trek’ across 
the ocvean.”’

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Fishing Boat Approached and 
Picked Them Up.

GLOUCESTER, Mass., Dec. 13—Among 
the arrivals here tonight was the schoon- 
er Mary A. Gleason, quickly foilowed by 
the’ coasting schooner Winchester. The 
latter was in charge of a crew of eight 
men from the former. Aboard the Gleason 
were the tain and five of the Winches- 
ter crew, oe were rescued at sea Satur- 


day morning and abandoned their vessel. 

The Winchester ieft Sullivan, Me., Thurs- 
day morning with 475 tons of granite, bound 
for Phiiadeiphia,’°On Thursday, when oft 
Portland, a blinding snowstorm and gaie 
get in. The gale increased to a hurricane, 
and the sea was lashed to great heiguts. 
The vessel was deep.y laden, and it was 
impossible under the circumstances to lighi- 
en the deck. of the stone, some of which 
was in eight-ton pieces. | 

The littie vessel wallowed heavily’ in the 
sea. The waves dashed over it, the crew 
narrowly eacaping being swept overbvoard 
by the tons of water that surged aboard. 
All through the night the gale cont.nued 
with unabating fury, and the snow feil in 
blinding masses. 

Soon after midnight the vesse) sprung a 
leak. The crew were lashed to the pumps, 
and worked with energy to keep the vessel 
sues. The sailors weer aimost benumved 
ahd without food or drinking water. 

All day Friday and all Friday n'ghi the 
men continued at the pumps in réiays, en- 
deavoring to keep the vesselefree and afloat. 
They had had nothing to eat or drink since 
Thursday noon, and were chilled to tne 
bone. Saturday forenoon the weather 
cleared up and the wind backed to tne 
northward. ‘The ship had been driven 
15 miles off the northern edge of Georges. 

Meantime the schooner Gleason had been 
caught in the gale off the Maine coast, 
where under close reefs it rode out its 
fury on Friday and Friday night. §Satur- 
day morning when the weather cleared the 
schooner squared away for the fishing 
grounds and had not been under sail 
long before the Winchester with the flag 
union down was discoveréd. The Gleason 
bore down on the Winchester, and it was 
soon evident that the coaster and crew 
were in desperate straits. The men could 
be reseued only by means of dories, and 
this task in the high seas as something 
loO,make even the stout hearted pause. 

pt. White asked for volunteers to 
man a dory with him and proceed to the 
rescue of the coaster’s men. Every man 
volunteered. 

The Gleason was put as near the Win- 
chester as possible and a dory was, after 
much difficulty, put alongside. The men, 
watching their chances, jumped overboard 
and were taken aboard the fisherman and 
given dry gar ales and food. 

Capt. White decided to put a prize crew 
aboard the coaster and endeavor to get 
it to port. He sent eight men aboard with 
a supply of provisions and water. 

Both vessels got under wav about noon 
yesterday. The prize crews were constant- 
ly at the pumps in order to keep the vessel 
free, but they kept in sight of the G'eason 
all night, and at 6 o’clock this morning they 
made Highland light. 

All sail was crowded on, as the barom- 
eter indicated an offshore wind. and the 
nrize crew was determined to bring its 
find to port if possible. Although a s'ich? 
snowstorm prevailed all day and the con-

“What do you mean?’ asked Payne, who 
thinks slowly. 

“Why, an indefinable something is to be 
done in a way ncbody knows what. That, 
as I understand it, is the program against 
the trusts. The opportunity is so broad 
and so long that I wonder that you will 
not take advantage of it.” 

These are the first and last public utter- 
ances of Thomas B. Reed. 

Eetween them is a lapse of 57 years, at 
least 30 of which were filled with sayings 
that were quotable, to speak in the small- 
est praise. 

‘When he was 6 years old, at the Brackett 
School, in Portland, Me., Reed made his 
public appearance with the “Jim Crow” 
Jingle. 

Six days before he died he impaled the 
Reublican party’s anti-trust policy in the 
Pways and means committee room in the 
capitol. 

Reed rarely told a story himself. Yet 
there Was never a public man about whom 
more stories are told. 

He differed from Depew and Cannon and 
Vest and Culberson, and John Allen and 
Tom Ochiltree, and the other famous story 
tellers that have flourished here. 

He was a producer. 

They were, or are, merely consumers. 
Reed made stories. 

They told or tell them. 


THOUGHT IN EPIGRAMS. 

Reed thought in epigrams. He gave his 
wit free rein and he rarely rose to speak 
in the 20 years he was in the House with- 
out saying something that was quoted in 
the streets and in the hotels and clubs and 
cafes even before it was printed in the 
Congressional Record. : 

In his private conversation he constantly 
let fall quips that were laughed at from 
one end of ihe country to the other, for 
Reed’s wit furnished many a paragraph 
for the newspaper men at the capital. 


He spared nobody. He had utter disdain 
for stupidity and for slow wits. He held 
a lofty contempt for intellects inferior to 
_ Own, and he never hesitated to express 


t. 

So it is, ‘that most of the Reed stories 
have a sting in them. 

His repartee was rarely kindly. 

Hie jokes had fangs. 

Still, one cannot be clever and careful. 
too, and it {is always in order to laugh at 
the other fellow. 

Ingalis had some of Reed’s characteris- 
tics. He could say sharp things that were 
quotable. There are a few men in Con- 
gress now who try to make ep grams, but 
their work is clumsy when compared with 
Reed's. 

You can sce the dents of the hammer and 
the marks of the chisel used in fashioning 
them. Reed's were as perfect as a peaca- 
blow vase. 

The House is rich in story tellers. Hen- 
derson, Cannon, Hepburn, Champ Ciark, 
Wiliams and Cowherd can all hold audi- 
ences in the cloakrooms, and in the Senate 
John P. Jones and Vest and’ Bate and De- 
pew spin yarns that bring statesmen from 
ay esks to the leather chairs before the 
grates. 


WHEN REED RULED. 
Most of the present House story tellers 
served with Reed. All of them have tales 


to tell of him. They love to go back to 
he fighting days of the Fiftieth and Fifty- 
first and fFifty-second Cong-:esses, when 
roe were strenuous and Reed was at his 
est. 

In speaking of these days. when he was 
called “Czar’’ and ‘“Tyrant,”” and when, 
because of the adoption of the “‘Reed rules’ 
in the Fifty-first Congress, the Republicans 
were so tremendously thrashed for the Fif- 
ty-second Congress, Reed said: 

“T have never been disposed to be cross 
about what gentiemen have said and the 
outcrieés that have been made because ine 
Fifty-first Congress was an occasion where 
there was a conflict striking sometimes, as 
it happened, be’ow-the belt—not on our side, 
of course,”’ he added, sardonically. 

The best Reed story comes in this per'od. 
although, of course there are stories be- 

inning away back in the '70's, when young 

oo after flaying an interrupting member, 
s : 

“And now, having embalmed that fly: tn 
es a amber of my remarks, I will pro- 
ceed.”’

HIS PERSONAL SIDE. 


Representative Sherman talks of Reed's 
early life and of his career here. 


*“Mr. Reed used to talk to me,” said Sher- 
ran, “of his early days in the law. One of 
the best stories he ever told was that con- 
_cerning his admission to the bar. [t was 
(when everybody was discussing the legal 
tender act. Reed went before Fad e Wal- 
lace, afterward Chief Justice of California, 
for examination. 

Judge Wallace asked him: “Is the legal 
tender act constitutional?’ 

“Ylt is,’ said Reed, without a moment's 
hesitation. 

‘Admitted,’ said the judge. ‘Anyone who 
can answer off-hand a question like that 
can practice law in this state.’ 

‘His first case was in San Francisco. His 
client, Juan Jose Garcia, was charged with 
attempt to kill. Garcia was out on bail, and, 
during the trial, was aiiowed to sit with 
the spectators. The witnesses testified that 
one Juan Jose Gercia had made the assault, 
but.no one pointed him out. 

“After the lawyers had summed up, Mr. 
Reed asked the court to charge that proof 
that one Juan Jose Garcia had committed 
the assault was not proof against any par- 
ticular Juan Jose Garcia. There was a wild 
protest from the district attornev. but the 
court made the cha. ge that way and Garcia 
Was acquitted. 

“One day when they were passing pen- 
sion bills, Reed astonished everybody by 
saying in the cloak-room that the govern- 
ment owed him a pension. Pressed for an 
explanation, he gave these reasons: 

‘‘T had never been able to make more 
than 590.000 or $600,000 till I was appointed 
acting assistant paymaster in the navy at 
a sa ary of $1400 a vear, with board, lodg- 
ing, uniform and two servants. That in- 
duced an extravagant style of living, which 
I have Kept up ever since, and which has 
cost me thousands of dollars. I think the 
government, in all justice, ought to recom- 
pense me for this.’ ”’ 


REED AND PRESIDENCY. 

When Thomas B. Reed was first talked 
of for the presidency, he was asked if he 
thought the pariy would put him in nomin- 
ation, he replied: 

OY 2 might do worse, and I think they 
will.”’ 

“Will you make any statement as to the 
reason of the election going as it did?’’ Mr. 
Iteed was asked the morning: after the de- 
feat of Harrison.

ALREADY BEING PICKED 


Reap a Small Fortune in 
December. 


CHARLESTON, 8S. C., Dec. 13.—Christmas 
strawberries are being picked this week on 
the plantation of Fritz Horres, in St. An- 
drews parish, across the river from 
Charleston. There is a 10-acre field in full 
bloom, and as the berries were not due un- 
tll May the remarkable yield has aston- 
ished the truck farmers. It is said that 
this is the first time in the history of the 
planters that a May crop ripened early in 
December, and unless there is gn unex- 
pected frost, Horres will make a smal) for- 
tune on the crop. The berries find a ready 
sale in New York at the startling price of 
92.50 a quart. wocal dealers who wanted to 
corner the market for home consumption 
had to abandon the idea when informed of 
the price, as Chariestonians will not pay 
such extraordinary prices for a fruit that 
is often a drug on the market in the spring 
and early summer. 

Hundreds of people have driven over to 
St. Andrews parish to view the fields. The 
berries ripened in the open and without 
the aid of hothouse fixtures. Horres says 
it igs the first time on record that a i10- 
acre field was geen in full bloom in De- 
cember, and he says it will be possible to 
gather the fruit from every acre.

The detective found two foreigners. one 
young and one elderly, in Huward’s : loon 
at ANineteenth and Fine strects who an- 
sWered the descriptions given by Repple 
of the two men who buncoed him by 
means of the old ‘‘satchel game.” .- 

HAD A “MAGIC BOTTLE.” 

At the Four Courts the younger man 
gave the name of Frank Glannesi and said 
that he was a stonecutter. He said that ho 
rdid not know the name of his companion, 
having met him only in barrooms. As to 
the Repple affair, he denied any knowledge 
of it. Im the young man’s pocket was found 
a “magic bottle,’ such as confidence men 
sometimes use. — 

» The magic bottle is built on ‘the same 
principle as loaded=dice. It may be made 
to stand up or lie down at will by the 
operator, and confidenge men have a trick 
leting their viene in on ‘a —— gure 

by bettin at they cah make 
ine ttle stand on end, though it looks 
to. be impossible. 

The older man gave his age as 658 and 
his name‘as John Emil Lopez. He says 
ho is @ Frenchman, but that his father 
was Spanish. 

“I ama buyer and seller of old gold 


jand silver,’ he told Chief Desmond. 


On his person were found a loaded re- 
‘volver, $72, two gold watches, a tiny gold 
nugget, an envelope partly filled with 
Silver filings, and many papers, among 
which weré postoffice money orders dnd 
express money orders; showing that he 
had shipped money to Spain. 

' SWEATED BY DESMOND. 

Chief Desmond took Lopez in hand and 


i questioned him. The:man admitted that he 


had been.in Repple’s saloon half a dozen 
times prior to last Monday and never since 
that day. 

He said that he and Repple went out for 
a walk. Monday morning and met a young 
man- ‘who -appeared to be simple-minded. 
The young man, Lopez said, carried a 
black bag with.a $10 bill sticking out of it 
and said he- had $14,000 that he diain’t know 
what to do with. He was afrald of banks 
and would rather trust some responsible 
buisness man to take care of his money. 

Lopez said that he witnessed the transac 
tion whereby Repple parted with his $600, 
but denied aiding in the swindle. : 

Repple was summoned to the chief's of- 
fice, where he identified Lopez as the man 
who wantéd to buy his grocery store and 


| saloon and whom he took to another place 
| which he thought was for sale. 


Repple told the chief how - Lopez had 
introduced him to the young man with the 
| money bag, saying that Repple was a re- 
sponsible man, owning a saloon and ‘hay- 
ing a bank account, and would be a 
good man to take care of the money. 

MYSTERIOUS $14,000. 

Then, Repple said, Lopez suggested that 
as a guarantee of good faith they should 
go to Repple’s bank, where he should 
} draw some money and put it in a box with 
the $14,000 supposed to be in posgession of 
the simple-minded young man. 

Together they went to the Bremen 
Bank, Repple said, Lopez still doing most 
of the talking, and the saloonkeeper drew 
$600. 

Then they repaired to a saloon at Sixth 
and Chestnut. streets and Lopez, Repple 
said, suggested that as the transaction 
involved a large sum of money they should 
not attend to it in public. The bartendér 


‘was appealed to and sent the men to a 


private apartment. 

Repple told the chief that the young man 
gave Lopez $2 and sent him out to buy a 
box tn which to place the money. Lopes 
returned with a tin box that had a4 lock 
and key. 

Lopez then, according to Repple, placed 
the canvas bag in the pox, first having put 
into the bag Repple’s. $600 wrapped in‘a 
handkerohief—as Repple supposed. 

. Before gotng out to get the box Lopez, 
Repple said, suggested that Repple wrap 
his money in a handkerchief. Repple did 
so. Chief Desmond says this geve Lopes 


}a chance to ses Ropple’s handkerchief and 


the kind of package he made. Lopes, ‘it ts 
thought, arranged a package that looked 
like Repple’s while he was out. 

T.opes shut down the lid and locked the 
box, Repple said, and told the vict'm that 
he and the young man of wealth would “pe 
up m an hour to fix matters up.’

Unless funds for its maintenance shall 
come from unanticipated sources the Goiden | 
Chain Shelter for Homeless Animais will” 
be closed at the end of this weeks 

Mrs. Mary Waldo Calkins, president of 
the Golden Chain Humane Society,” which 
maintains the shelter, says that there are) 
no funds to keep it open. 

After five years of usefulness to indigent 
cats and curs, not to mention a number of 
broken-down and badly abused horses, this 
humane institution, unique amongst eleemo- 
synary havens, is to become a thing of the 
past. 

The shelter is situated at Carsonville, 
St. Louis County, nine miles from the city 
postoffice, on the Florissant branch of the 
Suburban Railroad, under the personal 
management of Mre. 8. J. Mark, first vice- 
president of the Golden Chain Society. 

Thousands of St. Louisans who see stray 
dogs and persecuted cats prowling’ and 
yowling about the streets and alleys are not 
aware that on Mrs. Mark’s placé are com- 
fortable kennels for the shelter of these un- 
fortunate animals. 

‘Phe public,’ says Mrs. Calkins, ‘‘ought 
to know of it by th's time, for many appeals 
have been made for funds to carry on this 
work. But we have counted up recently the 
sums contributed to its support. How 
muth do you suppose? In five years just 
$97.50, less than $20 a year. 

‘We run behind so often that we now find 
it necessary to close the shelter, and what 
are the poor, homeless animals going to do? 


Wrote to Fifty 
Got One Answer. 


: “Some time agq I personally wrote to 
oo wealthy citizefis of St. Louts asking 
for contributions to aid this cause. How 
many letters do you suppose I received in 
response? Just one; and that was from 
a multi-millionaire whom you all know, 
and it. was written to tell me that he 
yrould not contribute. He wrote that he 
had contributed to so many things that 
he could not afford. to aid this enterprise. 

“Every year we have had booths at 
the carnivals—the Elks’ affair, ‘the gro- 
cers’ and other outdoor festivities and in 
that way have raised _ some funds. Then 
we have given two bahy shows at the St. 
Louls Exposition for the purpose. 

“People do not seem to care to aid 
the unfortunate animals. It requires only 
$400 or $500 a year to maintain the sheiter. 

“An average of 25 to 30 cats and dogs 
at a time have been sheltered there ali 
along. We operate the shelter somewhat 
on the plan of a foundling or orphan asy- 
lum. We find homes for our charges. The 
chief difference is that if the cats or dogs 
are injured or old and helpless we chlo- 
form them. 

“And we must buy our own chloform. 
We have tried to get drug companies in 
St. Louls to donate the necessary chio- 
form, but we have not received an ouncé. 

“Probably if the shéliter were located 
in the city where pepple could visit it 
more easily and see how it is conducted, 
contributions would cqme in more satis- 
factorily. \ 

“Ag it is, when we find a helpless animal 
it costa us money to take it out to the 
sheltef. There is street \car fare to pay. 
Cats we carry out In baskets. The Su- 
burban road permits that. Dogs we take 
out on the front end of the car, permits 
peing granted by the company. 


Farmers Send 

Broken-Down Dogs. 

“¥ou would be surprised to know that 
some persons who never contribute a cent 
to the shelter take advantage of it to ac- 
commodate their pets when the animais 
get sick or infirm. The farmers in the 
neighborhood look upon the shelter as a 
good thing, THey send all their broken- 
down dogs there to be cared for, and it 
costs money for their board. 

“Por caring for the animals Mrs, Mark 
is supposed to receive $2 a month for dogs 
and $1 a month for cats—not a very high 
rate of board,* when the trouble and ex- 
pense are taken into consideration. 

“It is a labor of love. Vtany a sick Bep- 
po and Tabby has been treated at the 
shelter until it has become well and hap- 
py. Starved animals are well fed, and 
homes with kind famities are found as 
soon as possible. 

“we have much less trouble finding 
homes for cats than for dogs. Many fami- 
lies want a cat, but the poor dog must go 
pegging unless he happens to be well bred, 


and that kind of dog seldom gets to the} 


shelter. Most of our dogs are common 
curs—the kind that are hated and p‘rse- 
cuted by cruel persons. 

_. “We have had a few horses to take care 
of. These we have taken away from bru- 
tal masters, except in a few instances, 
where the anfmals have been thrust upon! 
us as a way of getting rfid of them. 

‘“f remember cne in particular—a Shet- 
land pony, that was owned by a wealthy 
family. It was a great pet, but it be- 
came afflicted with what ts khown as 
knuckle-joint, and was useless for driving. 
The family sent it to the shelter to end 
its days. They never contributed a cent. 

“There was another horse I remember.” 

Here Mrs. Calkins smiled. She was just 
going to tell “‘a good one’ oh Mr. Mark,,. 
husband of the shelter’s manager. ,

MORAL SUPPORT TO STRIKERS. 


BUT NO SYMPATHY STRIKES 


WILL CLOSE SCHOOLS. 


President of Organization Explains 
Why It Has Affiliated With 
American Federation 
of Labor. 


BY ROSE MARION. 

“When teacher atrikes,”’ that’s what the 
affilation of the Chicago Teachers’ Fed- 
eration with the American Federation of 
Labor seems to most persons. 

To the small boy and the small gir! it 


signifies an unlimited number of holidays 
that will not have to be accounted for 
to any one; to their mothers it suggests 
an awful time when they can’t even send 
their children to school; to the public in 
general it is a joke. 

Only the teachérs themselyes know that 
they and ‘strikes’. will always be strang- 
ers, but that:.their union with the national 
labor organization is a most serious thing. 

For this purpose and seme others Miss 
Margaret A. Haley, president of the Na- 
tional Federation of Teachers and an ac- 
tive worker in the Chicago Federation of 
Teachers, visited East St. Louis yester- 
day. 

Three htindred teachers, members of the 
St. Clair County Teachers’ Association, lis- 
tened while she told the story of the 
work of the Teachers' Federation in Chi- 
cago. She began to talk some time be- 
fore noon. The 12 o'clock bells rang and 
the 1 o'clock whistles blew before she fin- 
ished her address, yet her audience re- 
mained. Once in the course of her talk 
she stopped and inquired about the time, 
but she was urged to continde. 

A number of children were present as 
participants ina wand drill. They stayed to 
hear Miss Haley speak. When the noon 
hour was half over dne little fellow said 
to the other: 

“I'll miss my @inner, but. I'd rather do 
that than miss hearing her speak.” 

Even after she ceased speaking num- 
bers crowded around her and stood for 
half an hour while she explained differ- 
ent points about which they were an- 
xious. 

Her address began with the simple story 
of the experiences of the Chicago teachers 
that caused them to form an organization 
and later to become members of the Amer- 
foan Federation of Labor. 

I was in the crowd that stood around and 

led Miss Haley with questions. 

“Well, but what will you do wher other 
branches of the labor union strike? You 
will havea to strike in sympathy, will you 
not?” asked someone as soon as Miss Ha- 
ley had stated empliatically that the teach- 
ers would never go out on a strike on their 
own account, and that such a measure 
was farthest from their thoughts. 

“Suppose, for instance,” continued the 
persistent one, ‘that the teamsters went 
out on a ¢ cike, what would you do? If 
you didn’t close schools and go home, 
wowdn’t yqu be breaking part of the rules 
of the union?’ 

“No, we would not close schools under 
such conditions. We would give the strik- 
ers our moral support, but no rules of 
our union would compel us to sirike. The 
day that we becaimo members of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor a strike was 
called in one of the trade unions. We did 
not close schools, nor Were we requested 
to do 60.’ 

“What will you do in regard to salaries? 
Will you do as the carpenters do—demand 
a certain wage for each and every teach- 
er?’ was the next question 

“Bxactly. If a person has a right inside 
a schoolroom as a teacher that person has 
a right to be paid a living wage. If he does 
the same kind of work as some other per- 
son he deserves the same salary. Our sal- 
aries In Chicago are scheduled according 
to experience and work. If a person fails 
to make requirements he should not be 
aliowed .to remain in the school room,” 
was Miss Haley’s reply to this question. 

In fact, all the replies quoted in this 
article are those of Miss Haley. The ques- 
tions are ours. 

BOTH SEXES EQUAL PAY. 

‘What about the salaries of men and 
women teachers?”’ 

“Those are equal at present in Chicago. 
That fact was accomplished by the teach- 
ers themselves at a time whén the Ilinois 
legislature was about to settle the point 
permanently by giving the men the higher 
salaries. The Chicago teachers defeated 
the bill.’ 

“If you care nothing about strikes, what 
is your object in becoming members of 
the American Federation of Labor?” 

“Our first object is to unite the interests 
of the home, the factory and the school. 
By factory I mean the outside world. At 
present these are separate. We hope to 
unite them. Men are interested tn the 
schools to which thetr children go. When 
we can tell them directly why those schools 
are not what they should be, then we will 
be making a step forward uplifting the 
schools and their interests. 

‘The men of the unions will be able to 
give us the thing we have most needed in 
our crusade in Chicago—the support of tho 
ballot.”’ 

“Would it not be well, 
could yote?’’ 

“Tl hope that the day will come when 
women can ote, but I do not want that 
privilege for them until they are ready for 
it. Svoner or later the American working- 
men will understand that they are denied 
half the representation that they should 
have because the working women do not 
vote. Then they will ask that women be 
allowed to vote.” 

“Does not the fact that school teachers 
live {n a simple world unfit them for con- 
tact with the real world?”

RIVALS MAY SPOIL RLANS 


RIGHT OF WAY AND DEPOT 
GROUNDS FREE IS THE 
GOULDS’ CONDITION. 


Enthusiastic Citizens See an Oppor- 
tunity for Relief for Their One 
Railroad Town and Are 
Hard at Work. 


Springfield, Mo., a town of about 25,000 
people, has performed the remarkable feat 
of raising by popular subscription $150,000 
in a dozen days. This is $6 per capita, 
and stands out boldly as a feature of en- 
terprise among America’s smaller cities. 

This money is in the shape of notes, in- 
dorsed by 580 of the wealthiest men in 
Springfield, and payable when the Missouri 
Pacific begins running trains into that 
city, provided it is done within two years. 
Otherwise the notes are void. 

The proposition of the Missouri Pacific is 
to build a north and south road through 
the county. This in itself would mean the 
extension of the Bagnell branch, which 
‘Tuns.down from Jefferson City, on to 
Springfield, and then from Springfield south 
into Taney County to some point near Col. 
- Moses T. Wetmore’s game preserves, where 
- eonnection would be made with the White 
River road. This is a new line being built 


up through Arkansas to Carthage, where 
connection will be made with the Missouri 


; who control the Missouri 
Pacific, are known to have in mind g®eater 
things in this scheme than have yet been 
announced. Later on not only the Bag- 
mnell,. but the Warsaw and Versailles 
brahches, which drop down from the 8 
Louis-Kansas City main line, will be ex- 
tended to some common point and there 
taken up by one tine and all carried into 
Springfield on one track. Then the scheme 
is to build a straight line from’ Carthage 
' to Springfield, and the idea wil! be rounded 

* out. 

‘Depends on Free 
Right of Way. | 

All this depends more on the right-of-way 
than any other thing. Springfield’s $150,000 
was raised to buy the right-of-way through 

Greene County, the estimate of the cost 
Deing made, by the citizens and not by the 
company. In Lawrence and several other 
counties great difficulty is being experi- 
“enced in Setting tne right-of-way, but 
‘@ventually all will certainly be secured. 

Thé right-of-way problem has been made 
: “more difficult by the sudden appearance in 
this section of two companies which are 

leved to be backed by the Rock Island. 

e of these companies proposes to build a 
line from Holdenville, Il. T., through Car- 
thage and Golden City to Eldon, Mo., where 
@ connection would be made with the Colo- 
rado road recently bought by the Rock 
Island. This road would cut about forty 
miles north of Springfield, but another 
company called the Springfield, Arkansas & 
Northwestern proposes to build from Eldon 
to Springfield and thence south to Seligman, 
Mo.. which is the terminus of the St. Louts 
& North Arkansas road, always supposed 
to be controlled by the Frisco, but which 
. Of late is said to have been acquired by 
the Rock Island. 

In Arkansas the Rock Island has char- 
tered a road to run from Little Rock to 
Leslie, Ark., the proposed eastern terminus 
of the St. Louis & North Arkansas road. 
Thus it would seem that the Rock Island 
tem is to build from the main St. Louis 

<< * to Springfield and Little Rock. 

This proposed. line is very much in evi- 
dence and is an active rival of the Goulds. 
Its line to Eldon from Springfield is al- 
most over the same territory as that of the 
Missouri Pacific. except that the Rock Is- 
land will go through Dallas County, which 
the Goulds will not touch as long as the 
old repudiated railway hands are unpaid. 

The Rock Island in Springfield has filed 
on a right-of-way, part of which tis being 
held for the Missouri Pacific, and claim 
that this gives them prior rights to the 
property. 

Mysterious Road 

Makes an Offeér. 

The mysterious road, which was at first 
Supposed to be the Frisco, has made the 
city a more liberal offer than the Missouri 
Pacific, but it is receiving little serious con- 
sideration now. Springfield is too far com- 
mitted to the Missouri Pacific to take a 
backward step, and besides that, the lead- 
ing citizens of the town prefer to deal with 

lways direct and not through second 
companies which are iresponsible. 

In a few days at Jefferson City articles 
of incorporation will be filed for the Spring- 
field Southwestern Railway. This will be 
the first definite move by the company to- 
wards getting into Springfield. This” ine

DID SHE KILL HUSBAND 


HE WAS SLAIN IN HIS BED AS HE 
LAY BY HER SIDE. 


Convicted on Circumstantial Evidence 
She Spent One Year in Peniten- 
tiary and Supreme Court 
Released Her.

DES MOINES, Io., Dec. 14—Margaret 
Hossack at the age of 60 years, is preparing 
for her second trial on the charge of mur- 
dering her husband at Winterset, in Madi- 
gon County. 

He was killed with an ax as he lay in 
bed. She was convicted, sent to the peni- 
tentiary, served a year and was returned to 
the county jail on a mandate for a new 
trial from the Supreme Court. Leter sho 
was admitted to bail. Her home has been 
sold to pay lawyer's fees and her family is 
scattered 

Mrs. Hossack was convicted at the first 
trial on purely circumetantial evidence. 
She declar-d, when arrested, that she was 
innocent and has maintained her first posi- 
tion through all the tPying events of the 
last two years. 

Jobn. Hussack, a prominent and wealthy 
farmer of Warren County, was murdered 
in his bed shortly after midnight on the 
morning of Dec, 1, 1900. His wife was sleep- 
ing by his sids at the time according to 
her statements made at the time and ad- 
hered to tenaciously since her arrest. 

According to her version of the murder 
she was awakened by a noise which sound- 
ed like two boards striking together. As she 
roused up, she saw a light flash on the wall 
of the bedroom, and heard steps on the 
porch outside the door, She jumped up and

who the intruder was, or to frighten him 
away. Hearing nothing further she re- 
turned to the house and waa alarmed at 
hearing groans from the bedroom she had 
just left.

Will Haines. a netghbor of the family, 
told wild stories around the neighborhood 
just after the murder and before the cor- 
oner’s ju had concluded its work to the 
effect that Mrs. Hossack had offered him 
money to get her husband out of the way. 
Before the trial came off he was taken 
violently insane ard raved over the detalls 
of the case and his connection therewith. 
He has now been released as cured. but 
will not be used as a witness in the coming 
trial because of the fact that an ordinary 
jury would discredit his testimony. 

At the trial of the case in the District 
Court the state introduced evidence to show 
that Mrs. Hossock had long hated her hve- 
band. It tried to prove that Hossack had 
been a hard taskmaster and that he had 
denied his familv the comforts of a good 
home There had alo teen trouble over one 
of the boys, a wayward lad, with whom 
Hossack had no'patience and for whom the 
mother atood up. 

Two days after the funeral tn the bloody 
old house a daughter of the Hoseacks gave 
birth. prematurely, to a child. Both the 
mother and infant survived the ordeal

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HEROIC ANIMAL FOUGHT WITH 
A MAD BULL 


HAD THROWN FARMER DOWN 


Rescue and Held to the Bull’s 
Throat. 


KOKOMO, Ind., Deo. 13.—George Wilson, 
who lives on he farm in B.vin township, 
ten miles west of here, owes his life to tne 
heroism of a faithful shepherd dog, which 
aided him to escape death while under 
the hoofs of a furious bull. As it is, Wil- 
son is seriously hurt and his physicians 
say his chances for recovery are none too 
good. 

Mr. Wilson, who is 60 years old, was lead- 

ing a Hereford bull from his barn. In an 
unguarded moment the anima! jerked loose 
and rushed at the farmer. The anima] was 
dehorned, but it pinioned Wilson against 
the barn. 
r The shepherd was at his master’s heels, 
and when the bull rushed at Wilson the 
dog leaped at thé flank of the bull. But the 
mad bull forced the farmer to the ground 
and began to tramp on him with his front 
hoofs, 

The shepherd changed his fighting tac- 
tics. He jumped at the nose of the bull 
and was shaken off. But the dog was not 
discouraged at his first failure. He re- 
newed the attack, seizing the bull by the 
throat. The dog sank his teeth into the 
animal's hide and hung on until pain and 
fright caused the bull to forget about the 
farmer. It turned and ran, the dog still 
holding to the bull’s throat, in which the 
shepherd’s teeth had torn large gashes. 

The dog was covered with blood, some 
from its Own body and some from the bull. 
After the bull was some distance away 
the dog let go its hold and went back to 
its master. When neighbors reached th® 
place the dog was licking the blood from 
Wilson's face. 

In the contest with the bull Wilson’s 
scalp was torn, his right leg was crushed 
and broken and he has interna! injuries.

HOW HE DISCOVERED THE BLOOD- 
LESS METHOD WHICH HAS 
MADE HIS NAME 
FAMOUS. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dea §3,\— Dr. 
Adolph Lorenz while here told the following 
story of his beginnings in the operation for 
congenital @islocation of the hip which he 
has made famous: 

“Seven or eight years ago, I operated 
upon the hips of a child. There was the 
congenital deformation. I cut through the 
skin and the flesh, and bared the bones. 
The femur or the thigh bone had never been 
joined with the fhiip. The leg had been 
pressed out and up and the little sufferer 
was unable to walk. She was 7 years old 
when I found her. 

“Bome of the muscles were contracted 
and much shortened. I found it necessary 
to cut some of the tissues of these mus- 
cles before I could bring the thigh bone 
down to its proper position. 

“Then I found that the head, or ball, of 
the femur would not fit into the sockgt for 
which it was intended. Tie socket, or 
acetabulum, had not been in use and had 
developed none since the child was born. 
The head of the thigh bone had in the 
meantime been growing and was much too 
large now to fit. 

“I took an instrument and dug out the 
socket until] the ball of the femur wou'd 
fit into it. Getting everything into place, 
I closed the wound and sewed it up, 

“I performed about 300 of those opera- 
tions. I discovered that they were very 
dangerous. Many of my little patients 
_aied Parents, I found, hesitated to per- 
,mit me to operate upon their deformed 
children. I could not say that I blamed 
them. The so-called ‘b'oody method’ of 
treating congenital hip disorders is very 
dangerous. The deformity itself does not 
| cause death. It merely causes a lifelong 
suffering. 

“Finally I decided I would try the new 
method, which we are now describing as 
bloodless surgery. I took many weeks for 
study. and then I tried it. 

“The condition of the child’s deformity 
was much the same as was the first one I 
operated on. But I went at the operation 
without a knife. 

“I knew that the contracted muscles 
would have to be stretched or torn. I was 
at first frightened at the strength it took 
to do the work that the knife had done. 

“Yet I had decided that force should be 
my instrument. I had to tear the tissues of 
the shortened muscles. The limb, at first 
resisting all my efforts, finally became 
pliable. I found that I could stretch the 


muscles a great deal, but when th 
not stretch I would have to Ty oo gs 
“Finally the litt'e — was brought into 
its normal position. ut. as !nm my first 
case, the head of the femur would not fit 
the hip cavity. Under the ‘bloody method’ 
I had oy out that cavity with a knife. 
I could not do that now. So I took the 
thigh bone and by main force bored it into 
the cavity. This was shallow and of insuf- 
ficient depth to adm't of the whole of the 
1 of the femur.

HE candy was purchased from 
Frank Minor, a grocer in this 
town; on the 6th of August To- 
na Dunlap bought 5 cents worth of 
chocolate creams, on the 7th of Au- 
gust she did the same thing, bought 
a like amount of the same man. They 
-were sold to her out of a tray con- 
tained in a showcase. On Sunday, the 
3d day of August, she purchased at 
the’ Craig drug store in this city 5 
cents worth of’ strychnine, a whitish . 
erystalline matter which when mixed 
with the white portion of a chocolate 
cream can scarcely be distinguished 
by the eye. She went into this store, 
stepped inside the door there, first 
about 4 o’clock in the afternoon of the 
7th of August. She was accompanied 
by a young lady by the name of Mil- 
Jer. Allie Dool was not engaged in the 
transaction of business nor in waiting 
upon a customer, she was standing 
at the counter talking with a young 
Jady by the name of McMullen. That 
. Was between 4 and 4:15 o'clock and at 
the time Miss McMullen and Allie 
Dool were eating chocolate creams

Just 
at that moment Marquis passed out 
of the rear door of the store and did 
not see the beginning of the sickness. 
The testimony will show to you that 
strychnine operates within from two 
to twenty minutes. Some cases its op- 
eration is observed within two min- 
utes and sometimes not for 20 min- 
utes after it has been taken. 

Now, as Felix came into the store, 
Miss Dool sprang to her feet with her 
body stiffened and called to him for 
assistance and expressed her gratifi- 
eation of the fact that he had re- 
turned. Strychnine first causes an ap- 
prehension of approaching danger. 
Second, there is a twitching of the 
muscles; third, the person who has 
taken the voison goes into a conyul- 
sion, and where the quantity taken 
is sufficient to cause death the con- 
vulsions become more and more severe 
until death results, and that was the 
course that this trouble of Allie 
Dool's took. Mr. Felix immediately 
called for a physician, telephoned for 
Dr. Reynolds, who is a physician with 

* an office in connection with the Craig 
drug store in this city, and Dr. Rey- 
nolus came there and waited upon Al- 
lie Dool. It took some few minutes 
to determine, some little time trans- 
pired, just exactly how long for him 
to determine. that she was suffering 
from strychnine poisoning is not cer- 
tain, but not long though. When he 
did determine this he tried to admin- 
ister an emetic. 

At some period, approximately an 
hour after Reynolds reached her, she 
was choked into insensibility and nev- 
er against recovered the use of her 
mental powers. She remained insen- 
sible until death carried her away at 
sometime between 9 and 10 o'clock. 
And she died in a convulsion. The 
piece of chocolate that she left at the 
muslin counter was found and pre- 
served. A post-mortem examination 
was held the next morning, the body 
having been “emoved to her home, the 
stomach was removed, and that, to- 
gether with this poisoned chocolate | 
drop, was_carried by the. sheriff to

ARGARET MILLER came to 
M Aledo Aug. 4 to attend teach- 
ers’ institute. She had met 
Tona but once before in her life, at 
Monmouth. She went to the Dunlap 
home to board because she knew no 
one, @ise in Aledo. She came on the 
Dolly and didn’t see Tona the evening 
she came because Tona was attending 
a church mecting. On Wednesday 
afternoon about 4 o’clock they came 
down to Minor’s store, ordered grocer- 
ies and bought 5 cents worth of candy 
and ate all the way home. 


They came dowtown to Minor's 
Thursday afternoon. Tona bought 5 
cents worth of chocolates and Miss 
Miller maple candy. They went east 
and north to the lawn of O. A. Bridg- 
ford, where they sat down awhile. 
There Miss Miller had Tona’s sack and 
Tona had Miss Miller’s. After 20 min- 
utes they got up and started to the de- 
pot to see a cousin of Miss Dunlap, 
who was going away. 

After getting up to go to the depot 
a lady passed them carrying roses, and 
that reminded her of the pillow and 
that is why she stopped at the Felix 
store. They stopped at the store on 
the way to the depot and Allie was 
busy. Tona nodded to her and said: 
‘We will stop later.’’ They went to 
the depot and waited until the Handy 
left. 

There was no place Tona could have 
taken a chocolate drop and put strych- 
nine inte it without Miss Miller seeing 
her. She had no gloves, but she had 
a pocketbook and in it carried a hand- 
kerchief. There were no pockets in 
her clothing and there was no oppor- 
tunity for her to put strychnine tnto 
a drop. Miss Miller will testify that 
she was with Tona from the time the 
chocolate was bought till the sack 
was thrown away, and Miss Dunlap 
did not take out a drop and, put in 
strychnine. 

While in the store after giving the 
the sack to Allie and Allie had taken 
candy out, Tona-had poured out two 
other drops, Fona ate one and Miss 
Miller one. The last chocolate drop 
Tona bit into was bitter and she asked 
Allie if she could spit it out on the 
floor. After leaving the store they 
went to Merritt's store, stopped and

ever make you sick?’ and also sald 
she was feeling sick. 

Tona went home and went upstairs 
and laid down a short time. She will 
say she had a bitter taste in her mouth 
and she ate a very light supper. She 
ate some tomatoes to get the bitter 
taste out of her mouth. After supper 
she laig on a sofa a few minutes and 
Miss Miller went out and sat in the 
swing. Then Tona went out to Miss 
Miller and still feeling sick started in- 
to the house, and as she stepped up on 
the doorstep to go into the house 
again Bessie told her someone wanted 
her at the telephone. Tona went to 
the telephone and after learning that 
Allie was sick a lady told her to take 
an emetic of salt and water. Miss 
Mamie Coleman fixed up some salt 
and water and a physician finally 
came and gave her medicine. 

Mrs. Dunlap asked Dr. Browning if 
Tona had had poison and he said no. 
Evidence will show that Dr. Browning 
made no examination to learn whether 
poison was there or not. Dr. Browning 
gave Tona the very same emetic Dr. 
Reynolds gave Allie, which would in- 
dicate he thought she had some poison. 

Miss Miller will say that the choco- 
late drops were sticking tagether. It 
was a warm afternoon and the girls 
had had the candy with them for some 
time, which would cause the drops to 
stick together. Miss Miller will say 
when she took some drops out at 
Bridgford’s two were stuck together 
and she pulled them apart and ate 
them.

Yet the American farmer and planter, 
with their grain, meat, provisions and cot- 
ton, are still .the two main pillars of na- 
tional presperity. They support but one- 
half the people, but they still furnish two- 
thirds of all our exports. From 188 to 
1902 inclusive cur tetal exparts were valued 
at $6,710,000,000. Of this tetal our. farms 
contributed $4,270,000,00, or $7 out of every 
$11 worth. Our factories contributed to the 
same total $1,580,000,000—only $3 out of every 
$11 worth. ;

REPORTER MAKES STATEMENT 


Tells in Detail the Circumstances At- 
tending the Talks Regarding 
Stone as Lobbyist. 


Interviews with State Senator Frank H. 
arris.and State Senator George T. Lee 


were pubiished recently in the Post-Dis- 


patch. 

The substarce of Senator Farris’ state- 
ment was that he was for W. J. Stone tor 
\'nited States senator; thac he knew Stone 


was a lobbyist, but that that fact would 
not hurt his candidacy. 

Senator Lee said that Sténe could be de- 
feated by a strong Icader because the bet- 
ter class of Democrats regarded him as a 
“trimmer.’’ He added that Gov. Stone had 
made a mistake on the baking powder bill 
and that Stone had éntered into a deal with 
Dockery and Cook to narcel out state of- 
fiees, He also said that at a conference 
of Cuok, Dockery and Stone it was agre.d 
that Dockery should succeed United States 
Senaior Cockrell two years hence and that 
Cook should be made governor. 

Farris and Lee have publ.shed letters de- 
nying these Interviews. 


Statement by the Reporter. 

The interviews were obtained and writ- 
ten by J. J. McAuliffe, an exverienced and 
reliable member of the Post-Dispatch staff 

Mr. McAuliffe's statement follows: 

In «arswer to Senator Farris, I simply 
desire to emphasize the accuracy of the in- 
terview puhlished with him in the Post- 
Dispatch of Dec. 10. On tne morning of 
that day I met Mr. Farris at Union Sta- 
tion, and for tWenty minutes the senatcrial 
candidacy of cx-Geov. Willlam J. Stone was 
discussed to the exclusion of any other 
subject. 

There is not a paragraph, not a linc, not 
a »hrase attributed to Senator Farris whi h 
lt is possible he may have 
used the wora “‘srasping’’ instead of ‘ra- 
racious,’’ in referring to Gov. Stone as a 
legislative agent. But, in all other re- 
spects, the interview is absolutely correct. 

What the senator said left an impression 
which not even a_ treacherous gnemory 
could fail to retain, and his remarks were 
<ommitted to writing within an hour after 
he uttered ther. 

My acquaintance with Senator Farris ex- 
tends cver two years, and during that time 
I have interviewed him on numerous occa- 
sions. Singularly enough, this is the first 
to one of his published interviews. 

Subsequent to the publication of the in- 
terview and the writing of his letter of 
denial Senator Farris told me that he 
would not “object’’ to the interview were 
it not for the editorial comment it had ex- 
elted and the impression it would make 
throughout the state.- 

“While being for Stone,’’ he said, ‘‘the in- 
terview makes it appear that I am ‘knock- 
ing’ him.” 

He admitted that he knew of Stone’s 
connection with the Baking Powder Trust, 
but added that the words ‘“‘mazuma’”’ and 
“rapacious’’ were not in his vocabulary. 

That constituted his prineipal‘bill of ex- 
ceptions. He reiterated, too. that he would 
be for “Bill Stone for United States senator 
if his own daddy were in the race.” 

Now as to Senator Lee. He says: “A 
young man purporting to be from the Post- 
Dispatch approached and asked me for an 
interview, which I refused to make.” 

During the 1901 session of the legislature 
I sat at the correspondents’ desk, within 
ten feet of Senator Lee, who was contin- 
ually harassing the newspaper men to pub- 
lish his bills, so that “Carter County 
wouldn't think it had a dead one in the 
Senate.”’ 

When it was consistent to do so I always 
complied with the senator's request, and 
in that way we became friendly and we 
talked together several times a week. 

When I met the senator in the Laclede 
Hotel Thursday morning he greeted me 
familiariy and in a dejected sort of man- 
ner referred to the ‘“‘waning of the old 
guard,’’ by which I assumed he meant the 
cleaning out of the Senate lobby, of which 
he was one of the brightest and most con- 
spicuous lights. 

Our conversation soon drifted to Stone, 
and the replies of the senator to my ques- 
tions were printed exactly as he made 
them. In fact, I miade special note of his 
re mark that “Secretary of State Cook, Gov. 
Stone and Gov. Dockery were in a combina- 
tion to parce] out state offices.’’ When | 
told him it was my understanding that the 
governor was to get a presidential indorse- 
ment from the machine, he dec.ared that 
1 was “dead wrong,’ and corrected me by 
saying that the program as mapped out at 
the executive inansion was that Gov. Dock- 
ery should succeed United States Senator

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NEW GOVERNOR AIDS CONVICT 


Executive-Elect of Nevada Asks Ida- 
ho Authorities to Pardon “Dia- 
mondfield’’ Jack Davis. 


BOISE, Idaho, Dec. 11.—Jchn Sparks, the 
millionaire governor-elect of Nevada. ig in 
this city, and rumor states his mission 


is to secure the pardon of “Diamondi i 
Jack Davis from the penitentiary. , 

Mr. Sparks for a number of years was 
the head of the great cattle firm of Spa: ks 
& Herold, operating in Idaho and Nevada. 
Davis was an employe of the firm at :hel- 
big ranch in Cassia County, and was con- 
yicted of the murder of two sheep herders, 
who were found in their wagons with 
bullet holes through their heads. 

Davis was sentenced to be hanged, but 
the cattlemen fought his case through the 
Supreme Court™of. the United States, and 
final'y two other men, named Bowers and 
Gray, confessed that the latter had kiiled 
the men. , 

Gray was placed on triai and defended by 
the attorneys who defended Davis, and for 
lack of evidence was acquitted. Davis 
sentence of death was communted to life 
imprisonment last year, and the case got 
into politics—the sheepmen denounc'ng tne 
commutation by the Democratic officials, 
and the cattlemen upho'd'ng it. 

During the recent campaign Republican 
speakers charged that Day.s would vet be 
pardoned by Goy. Hunt: and ‘Secretary of 
State Bassett, ard as these gent'emen 
were defeated in the recent landslide it 
is evident if they are to pardon the con- 
vict they must act speedily. 

It is asserted that Gov. Sparks and as- 
soctates have spent fully $30,000 in the de- 
fense of Davis. and are now making a 
last effort to secure his pardon. Davis is 
a model prisoner, hut was given to a blus- 
tering. bad man sert of manner as a cow- 
bov, that alded materiallv in his convic- 
He seemed to rejoice in the notorie- 
ty he was achieving. He secured the 
name of “Diamondfield” by an alleged dis- 
covery of a diamond mine on Snake river. 
Since the pardon of Pau' Corcoran, the 
Coeur d'Alene dynamiter, Davis has been 
the leading attraction of the Idaho peni- 
tentiary.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—-“If the Atiantic 
Ocean is ever to be crossed in three days— 
and many there are who think such a 
record is not far in the future—oil will have 
to be the fuel employed,’ said a prominent 
steamship official in one of the big steam- 
ship companies vesterday.

THE INSINUATING 
DETECTIVE, GREY: 

Gray told of how the sudden and myster- 
ious deaths of James Devers and Harry 
Mitchell in Chihauhau, Mexico, and on 
whose lives Hulbert and Mitchell had col- 
lected $25,000, had aroused the suspicion 
of the insurance company and he had been 
detailed to investigate the men. 


The detective first met Hulbert at Hot 
Springs and wormed himself into the con- 


fidence of the arch swindler. He ac- 
companied Hulbert to Chihuahua, Mexico, 
where he was known as Richardson, an 


agent of the New York Life Insurance Co. 
The detective learned from Hulbert that 
James Devers was a drunken bum Hul- 
bert had picked up in the park at /] Paso 
and taken to Chihuahua and insured in the 
New York Life for $10,000, Hulbert’s wiie 
being named as beneficiary. Soon after th: 
first premium was pald on Dever'’s policy 


he died suddenly and Mrs. Hulbect was 
paid the $10,000 insurance. Then Harry 
Mitchell, a brother of Wm. Mitchell, was 


insured for $15,000 and Wm. Micchell named 
as beneficiary. At noon one day lasi Fed- 
ruary Mitchell was seen up. town in 
Chihuahua well and hearty and two hours 
later died in convulsions at Hulbert’s 
house. 

Up to this time Hulbert, alias Richard- 
son was cheerfully hopeful. But when Dr. 
Cc. 8 Harle, a practicing physician for 
Chihuahua was introduced as a state’s wit- 
ness, the shock was so g.eat that at sight 
of the doctor Hulbert rode to his feet, pale 
as a corpse, stagzered like a druken man 
and then fell back into his seat like one 
who has abandoned all hope and made an 
unconditional surrender to despair. Dr. 
Harle testitied that at Hulbert’s request he 
made a favorable report on Harry Mitch- 
eli’s application for a policy without hav- 
ing examined the a yplicant. It was ar-

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 
ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 13.-There is every 


reason for *oursdgecus DVemecrats to be- 
lieve that a harmonious and strenuous 
campaign may be made popularly trium- 
phant two years hence. 

The money standard of the country is no 
longer an issue. Whether settled rightly 
or wrongly jt is settled, for the present, at 
ieast, 

The Philippine question, in so far_as the 
retention of the islands is involved, is no 
longer an issuable one between the par- 
ties. 

The only question remaining is how best 
to administer them for the mutual benefit 
of the Filipinos and . ourselves. What 
should the party stand for? 

lt cannot stand for less than the core— 
principle of its existence—the principle that 
has made it an imperishable party—and 
that is the popular right to handle the na- 
tional purse tor the greatest good to tne 
masses. The exchequer is the heart of the 
pation. The revenues and expenditures of 
goeverument are to it as the pulses of blood 
in the iwman body. Plethora in one mem- 
ber of the body means athe ig! in the 
others—and poverty of the blood is a sick- 
ness to the whule organism. 


THE TARIFF THE THING. 
A fundamental doctrine of Democracy is 
blood. supply to the body politic by a tariff 


for revenue. Internal + ge has never 
been a Democratic princi 
The tariff affects the 

all the people. The oid fallacy that “the 
loreigner pays the tax’’ is dead beyond 
resurrection. The people know better to- 
day than ever before in American history 
that the consumer pays the tax. The peo- 
ple need and will ultimately demand fair 
trade, honest competition, with the neces- 
Sily of paying no more profits to a home 
producer than to any other trader. 

\ Therefore, let it be said that the party 
should stand: 

“lL. For tariff laws framed to produce the 
needed revenues of the government over 
and above internal revenue receipts. ‘he 
basis of the customs taxes should be for 
revenue. The Democratic party does got 
demand free trade for foreigners, but, fair 
trade in home markets, whether the sellers 
e native or foreigners, for the benefit of 
t e home consumer. 

“. The Democracy should demand unre- 
stricted trade between al] parts gt the na- 
tlonal domain. 

“Porto Rico and the Philippines are our

upon the civil and criminal arms of the 
na@onal jud.ciary and establish by law 
the policy of putting upon the ‘‘free list’ 
of the tariff any product, raw or finished, 
that by reason of the tariff rate is made 
the subject of trust monopoly. 

ihe strong factor which helped the vic- 
tories won by the Democrats in Novem- 
ber was the growing knowledge of the 
people that ‘the tariff is the mother of 
the trusts.’ 

The Democracy must stand, therefore 
for a tariff that will prevent trusts and 
enforce fair competition in trade.

HEALTH BOARD NOTIFIED 


LAW IS POWERLESS. 


“I Would Rather See Dannie Called to 

Heaven Than to Call in a 
Doctor,” Father 

’ Said. 


Daniel R. Case, 15 years old, lies critically 
ill in an upper room of a stable at the rear 
of 2710 Washington avenue, cena as of 
malarial fever. 

His father, Diliie Case, refutes to allow 
a. physician to minister to him, because of 
the belief that faith in God and prayer will 
prove efficacious. 

The boy is emaciated from his illhess of 
four weeks. His cheeks are flushed with 
fever and delirious cries mingle with the 
prayers the father utters for the preserva- 
tion of his eldest, 

The case was first hii couttod by Officer 
Maithew Carbray, who walks ‘that beat. 
It came to his knowledge Saturday morn- 
ing. He climbed the winding stairs of the 
brick stable and was admitted to the sick 
room, which is also the living room of 
father and son. He made an investigation 
and immediately returned the following :e- 
port to tho Eighth District Police Station 
at 2827 Manchester avenue: 


Police Report Goes 

to Board of Health. 

‘There is a sick boy by name of Dar 

R. Case, 15 years old, living With his 
father, Dillle Case, in a stable in the rear 
of 271 Washington avenue. The boy has 
been confined to pis bed for the last four 
weeks and has had no medical attention. 
His father has refused to have him sent 
to any hospital. He says he does not be- 
Heve in anything but. prayer and faith. 
The boy fs so sick that sometimes he is 
out of his head.’’ 

Cupt. Joyce, who was in charge at the 
tims, sent*the report to the Four Courts, 
and the Board of Health was notified. 
‘Assistant Health Commissioner Francis 
was usked by the police last night what 
disposition of the case would be made and 
what the jurisdiction of the police and 
the board in the matter was. He said the 
board of health and the police had ‘no 
right to enter a private place and remove 
a sick person without permission unless 
the person were suffering from a contag- 
lous disease. In the event of smallpox, 
diphtheria or something equally as con 
tagious the summary removal of the af- 
flicted person could be made by force, 
if necessary. 

“I will look the law up in the morning,” 
Dr. Francis said. 


Father Read Bible

the sick room at 8:30 last night, the fath- 


neath .several cheap blankets on a bed 
in the corner of the narrow room lay the 
fevered boy. The créaking of the door 
and the voices aroused him.

“Lie down, Dannie,” said the father, 
tenderly, “no one {fs going to hurt you.” 

The Jad fell back on his dingy pallet and 
rambied in apparent delirium.

The father hastened to the bucket in an- 
other carner and dipped a glassfull. Léft- 
ing the emaciated boy with a tender solic!- 
tude, he placed tle glass to his lps. 
lad drank with avidity and sighed as he 
dropped back again. 

“No, I have not called in a physician,” 
he said in answer to the question. ‘My re- 
ligious belief forbids me to do so. Dannie 
has been sick fomfour weeks. I have cared 
for him es well as any human person 
could. 

To Call Doctor Would 
Imperil Father’s Soul. 

“3¢ tt i¢ God's will that he should re- 
cover, well and good. If it is His will that 
he shall die, I bow my head in' humble sub- 
mission’ to the command. I would rather 
see him called to heaven than to call in a 
doctor, for to save his life in that manner 
would be at the peril of my immortal soul.”’ 

The father stated that his son was taken 
iil four weeks ago with pnuemonia. He 
gave him everything to eat that he craved. 

He bathed him daily with as warm water 
as the child could stand, and changed his 
clothes with every bath. 

“There is no medical efficacy tn water,” 
he explained, “but cleanliness is next to 
godliness. I washed his sofled clothes 
myself and have never left his side a mo- 
ment."

a stranger from the East entered Rome by the Appian way. He 
brought to the great mistress of the world her, chief glory—the message of the 
Christ born in Bethlehem some 40 years before. He made Rome the seat of the 
universal and never-ending empire, the empire of the church of God. 

Little did the pagan city realize the treasures. which tne humble Hebrew 
brought. Her people would have laughed him fo scorn had he proclaimed his mis- 
sion and said, “The gods of Rome I will dethrone and here the Ohild born in 
Bethlehem .shall reign. Upon yonder Vatican hill I will place the seat of Christ’s 
power, and on the Aventine and Capitoline will I erect the cross, emblem of :his 
death. .The temple of the mighty Jupiter shall be sacred to the Crucified. | The 
Parthenon shall be dedicated to the heroes of the new religion. As of yore, all 
nations shall pay homage to Rome, but henceforth ‘it will be the Rome of Pe- 
ter.” 4 | 

The papacy has lived in Rome through 19 centuries. There is nothing more 

in keeping with the Christmas spirit than to examine the manner in which the 
mission of the Redeemer has been carried down the ages, There is nothing more 
touching in the religion of Christ than the way we love and reverence the anni- 
versary of hie lowly birth. 

But. it is the mission of Christ in practice as well as in precept. which should 
occupy our thoughts when the anniversary of his birth recurs. 

In Rome there have been wondrous changes, even in the past 50 years. The 
man who is continuing the work which Peter begun is despoiled of all temporal 
power, and shut up in solitude within the walls of the Vatican. This Christmas 
finds the Pontiff on trial in the world as never before since the days of the Cata- 
combs. But Christ never abandons his church. At all critical periods of the pre- 
vious history of the papacy Providential Popes have been seated in the chair of 
Peter, and bv singular force of mind and singular skill of action have been able, 
under the Divine guidance, to overcome all difficulties and bring victory to the 
religion of Christ.

How is the papacy con the mission of Christ in, Rome teday? Christ’s 
cause lives, reigns and triumphs. Spoliations and persecutions sérve only to reveal 
ite strength; the strange formations of the new era but. develop its power of 
adaptability to all times and prove its perennial right, Today thé papacy, is rec- 
ognized as the first and greatest moral power in the world.

governments. On the anniversary of the birth of Christ the successor of Peter is 
the foremost leader in the world, the religious and spiritual teacher of all man- 
kind. 

_. The age is profoundly democratic, Its democracy, more than any other of its 
chpracteristics, differentiates it from preceding ages. In its principle democracy 
dates from the hour when Christ bade all men say, “Our Father, who art in 
Heaven.” Through all Christian history its development is traceable, beginning 
with St. Patil’s request to Philemon to receive as a brother the slave Onesimus, 
and becoming.more manifest through succeeding years as the teachings of the 
gospel were more clearly understood and better opportunities were afforded to 
realize them in practice. Today, at the beginning of the twentieth century, de- 
mocracy under the guidance of Christ’s church seems to have obtained its full 
growth. Democracy is a complete recognition of human dignity and of human 
rights, and the concession to alJ men, as far as social relations and differences 
of natural endowment will allow, of the rights and privileges which all meh should 
enjoy within the social organism. It is the equalization of all men in rights and 
opportunities, It is the recognition in principle and .practice of the dignity of 
mankind in every man. 

Today democracy finds its chief manifestations in the movemM@ts of the 
working classes to ameliorate their conditions and to obtain a fitting compensa- 
tion for their labor and in the aspirations of the masses of the people to par- 
ticipate more largely in the government of the nation. 

The workingman, at one time.a slave, at another time the serf, has not al- 
ways and everywhere, even in modern times, enjoyed his full natural rights. The 
law declared him free, but poverty.and weakness tended to reduce him to servi- 
tude. What was said to be a boon to the workingman, to open the market for 
labor, frequently put him in a condition of a beast of burden or a piece of ma- 
chinery, to.be valued only for nm» puwer in keeping the wheels of industry in mo- 
tion and tobe accorded the lowest reward that competition with fellow-labot- 
ers in a state akin to starvation made possible. The age of democracy could not 
endure such a degradation of human dignity, The masses heretofore have had 
but little part in the government of society. Rulers were kings and nobles; the 
people obeyed the law, but had so part in making it. Once enthroned, ‘rulers 
held that they forever owned the country and the people, and however profound 
the changes, which in the course of time the nation experienced, the reigning dy- 
nasty believed their rights to be unchangeable. - AEN gor |

tyovth. Referring to the many happy Christmas- 
tides which are swallowed up in the past with 


almost all of my contemporaries, and to the then, 


condition of the’ people of wealth and culture 
whose loving care made by childhood’ a heaven on earth, I am 
astounded by the contrast between the environment of the fam- 
flies in 1830, the dearth of every convenience, and the appliances 
and comfort which prevail now, without which people of this 
day would consider themselves bereft pf the commonest neces- 
earies of life. Yet the women of that day were passing happy, 
and felt no need which was not stpplied. They were well edu- 
cated, knew ‘the duties of thelr household, loved their families, 
made them happy, and personally watched over their chtldren 
with zealous vigilance. In our whole community I do not re- 
member one divorce. There was no gas in those days, no kero- 
gene oll, there were no lucifer matches. There were wax and 
geperm candles in plenty, but when dark closed down in the even- 
ing two cand’es were considered a sufficient light. An inch of 


punk and a flint served to kindle a spark to light the fires, and 


the: family were cheered and content. 


‘ The gorgeous children’s books, which adotn every table and 
‘bookshelf now would put to shame our poor little “Robinson 
Crusoe,"’ with its shabby striped cotton binding, yellow paper, 
ite coarse woodcuts which portrayed @ very hirsute Crusoe mak- 
ing signs to a yery bandy-legged, big-mouthed man Friday, who 
wes a subject Of endless speculation and novelty as well as 
adsfiration to the children of that day. We heard the waves 
-v-s‘yeat about the desert island, ‘saw the tracks which assured Cru- 
Boe ofa chance for human sympathy and lilted the old song: 


“He built him a house in which he might put 
The carcass of Robinson Crusoe.” 


Peter’ Parley's rhyming geography, Webster's spelling book, 
having for a frontispiece a decoliste, athletic woman in a hel- 
met guiding a child-to the Temple of Fame on a high hill, and 
@ small volume of Mother Goose rhymes made up our little store 
of books. But our parents read to us ovt of “Gray's Blegy,” 
the “Ootter’s Saturday Night,”’ Wordeworth's, Gay's and La 
Fontaine's fables, not to mention Scott's ‘Border Minstrelsy,’’ 
the “Tales of the Crusaders."” The thought often presents Ttself

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to-me, are. the. children much wiser or much better for the host 
of children’s- books: which ‘re so simple that they. are .under- 
stood without any. exerelse /o¢. their minds? I doubt it, and feel 
confident that every effort/children make to, surmount the. diffi- 
culties a higher class of literature presents, strengthens and ma- 
tures. their’ minds.

A Christmas £nent on a plantation in Attakapas itn 1830 is very 
fresh in my Mémory. It was on one of the great prairies pecull- 
ar to that paft of Louisiana. ‘The ground stretched miles away, 
covered with) prairie grass, which the wind kept incéssantly in 
motion like/q yellow sea, except where ponds of: fresh water 
crossed the! track (for roads there were none) of the visitors, 
from one lantation to another. These ‘“marais’’ were seldom 
deep, 80 *Veryone drove through them, though they were then 
the preferteq haunts of the enormous alligators which preyed 
foats, calves and sheep which grazed over the prairie. 
Away to the east stretched the shaking prairies, which would 
bear up &/ four-footed animal but not a man. The planters had 
light barguches, and some of them had carriages out of which 
& little get of steps let down as an exit, but the country people 
(the “Cagans’’) had caleches, the most woful vehicles to those 
who u8@4 them. They were like skeleton goods boxes covered 
with St/een hides, which dried on the frames.and were placed 
on @ny} pair of whecis available, and without springs. These 
conveY&noes were drawn by wiry little active ponies, with long 
fetlocKky, and cat hams. They were the cousins of-the bronchos 
of thg Northwest. Coupled close to the caleche, and an over- 
checlf rein to keep them from kicking, they went their own 
gaits regardless of their drivers, and they generally preferred 
to IHne. When the bumping began the chorus of groans from 
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-the old people and sereams from the chil- 


dren as the chairs on which they sat (for 
there were no fixed seats) were tossed wild- 
ly to and fro was pitiful to hear—and now, 
in the renaissance of all old things, so far 
there has been no ah: stapled ens of the 
calcche, 

The last boiling kettle of sugar was just 
finished. The cuit had been distributed 
among friends and neighbors, and the week 


before Christmas great trays of raisins to 


be stoned, currants, citron, jars of angelica, 
preserved ginger, dried figs, with baskets of 
apples, were deposited in the wide hall of 
the dwelling, with knives, spoons and the 
meager paraphernalia of implements, with 
all the ingredients needful for making the 
large jar of mincemeat without which 
Chrismas would have been a poor feast. 
The household sergants, in their bright- 
colored ‘‘head-handkerchiefs’”’ (never called 
turbans in those days), their white aprons 
no whiter than their teeth, were all on duty, 

Everyone was busy and happy. The chil- 
dren were in ecstacies, dipping gingerly 
into each dainty a rosy finger for a 


taste. - At last the mincemeat was mixed and.the pies were 
baked... Each of the little ones: had “been-given a tiny pie, baked 
for. them. by their own special black» -mammy. . Christmas eve 
had come. The ¢hildren had consented to go to bed early, near- 
ly. hysterical with anticipation of the dawn of Christmas. Then 
the stockings were to be filled and hung in an‘apoplectic row 
about the fireplace. After the servants had retired the mistress 
took from a: hiding place innumerable packages of sugar, coffse, 
tea. rice.and flour, tied up weeks. before by the ladies of the 
family and labeled for the servants, added‘to which were plaid 
head-handkerchiefs by the dozen, plaid woolen “dress pat- 
terns,’’. shoes,..steckings, bright-colered .aprons, handkerchiefs— 
even hats, trimmed by the lacies of the household—were there, 
and little pin-cushions made at home by the family—the chil- 
dren’s gift to their favorite I‘ttle negroes. All these were put 
in a new cotton basket, to be issued to the proprietors on 
Christmas eve.’ The ‘“quarter~bel!ll’”” was rung to assemble the 
beneficiaries, and the glad chorus of ‘“Thankee, missus; I hopes 
you and’ massa and the chillun will live a long time,’ was the 
response. Then the negroes’ presented “the “aiggs’ they had 
been saving for weeks to make the eggnogg, in which they were 
to share. The master of the house gav> the men-servants about 
him personally as many suits of clothes, socks or shoes as he 
could spare. 


On this Christmas one of our guests, who was well known to 
be disinclined to give anything away, found org of her’ old 
cotton frocks so much the worse for wear that she decided to 
give it to one of our washerwomen named Sabina. The wilted 
old woman was too polite to decline the gift. She courtesied, 
saying: ““Miss Betsey, I tank you for de curosity and the gin- 
rosity to let me have dis coat.’’ Expecting to be amused by her 
answer, the careful lady asked: “What do you mean by those 
words?’’ With another low obelsance, the o'd woman answered: 
‘De curosity is for you to give me dat frock, de ginrosity is for 
me to take ’em, ma’am,”’ which remark closed the conversation. 
In the gray of the morning the little people crept out of bed 
to take a furtive look at their stockings, and like “Littl Tom- 
tiny Horner’ put i: their thumbs and pull out a plum—and when 
the candies, long sticks of striped peppermint and, hard-sugared 
almonds (for there were no French sugar plums) rolled out, 
with oranges and apples and the little tinsel-trimmed toys, their 
shouts of joy were irrepressible.

M Y first Christmas a breaker boy! I remember it as distinctly as if it

At first I was very much disappointed. The little stocking looked as empty 
as when it was hung on the nail the night before. Pulling it down I thrust my 
hand into it and found in the tip of the toe—a silver dime. 

Though I was over 12 years of age at the time it was the first silver dime 
I had ever owned, and, so far as I can remember, it was the first I had ever seen. 
A species of local paper currency was used at that time in the soft-coal region 
of Illinois. 


You may imagine that I was delighted to get the little piece of real money. 
Small as it was it was much more than my stepmother could afford to give me. 

It seemed too valuable to spend, so I kept it carefully for a long time. I 
cannot now recollect for what purpose, it was finally spent, 

Although I had then begun my career as a.mine worker I had not been at 
the work long enowgh to receive any money: A few days before Christmas I 
had left school and gone to the mines finding a job as a door boy. My work 
was to open and close the doors in the mine passages when the horses and coal 
cars passed through. Strictly speaking I was never what is known as a “breaker 
boy.” The work of the latter is in the breaker and not in the mine. 

Christmas among the anthracite coal miners-will not, I fear, be a very merry 
or joyous one this year. The miners are so heavily in debt to the grocers and 
other tradesmen that they will have very little money, if any, w spend for 
holiday gifts. 

While the burden of the long strike bore heavily on both operators and 
miners, it should be remembered that the children of the operators will not look 
in vain for the coming of Santa Olaus, as will our little boys and girls in the 
coal regions. No operator’s child will find an empty stocking on Christmas morn- 
ing, though many a breaker-boy will 

The churches, of course, have festivals of various kinds on Christmas Day, 
which the breaker-boys may attend if they choose. So far as I know, no enter- 
tainments are arranged for their especial benefit. Sometimes the mine superin- 
tendent will allow them to harness the solery mviles and have a drive on Chriit- 
mas Day. 

Some of the boys will buy cigarettes, for the breaker-boys are not so notice- 
ably different from other boys of the same age. Considering their hard lives they 
are wonderfully chgerful little fellows. 

They all look and act older than they really are. The hard: work makes 
them stunted in growth and serious in disposition. 
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Picking out the sharp slate cuts their fingers until the blood comes. This 
happens more frequently in the winter time and causes them a great deai of pain, 

There were 21,000 of ‘these little breaker-boys itvolved in the reeent strike, 
According to: the state law, none of them should begin work undgr 12 years of 
age, but as a matter of fact, a large number of them ‘are ‘working under the le- 
gal age. 

“Pm 12 when I’m here in the breaker but, only 10 when I’m at home,” said 
one little fellow, when asked his age. 

Their work consists of picking out the slate and other waste materials from 
the coal before it is loaded on the cats for shipment. The coal descends a num- 
ber of sloping chutes andthe boys sit astride of the chutes and pick out’ the 
refuse. The noise of the descending coal on the metal-covered chutes is deafening, 
and the dust is so thick that it is impossible to take’ a photograph of the 
breaker-boys while they are at work. 

For 10 long houte of such work they receive from 64 to 77 cents, though 
their pay, averaged throughout the year, is only 52 cents a day. 

All the hard coal that is used in New York City and elsewhere has passed 
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* through the tiny fingers of these little fellows. . 


Every one of them belongs to the union and'may attend the union meetings.) 
They pay half dues and are allowed to decide as to the expenditure of a part 
of the money raised by'them, Im some eases they have their own meetings, 
with an adult union officer to supervise and» “instruct them. 

Their loyalty to the union is very strong. During the strike, while.some of 
the men remained at work, their own sons—little 12-year-old breaker-boys—re- 
fused to follow their father’s example. 

After a boy has worked in a breaker for steel: years he becomes a door- 
boy, working in the mine, Then he Becomes a mine laborer, & miner’s helper, 
and finally a full-fledged miner. 

Ag the miner becomes old and stiff he is reduced to the position of miner’s 
helper.- By degrees he sinks lower and lower along the same road by which he 
has climbed. He becomes'a mine laborer—@ door-boy—and at last ends his ca- 
reer where he began it—sitting as a white-haired old man side by side with a 
10-year-old breaker-boy.

URELY no man’s millions have ever passed through more romance to an unro- 
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Fair millions were again to be dragged 
through the courts, 

It transpired that Mrs. Fair had a very 
considerable fortuhe in her own name, 
something like a quarter of a million of 
ddliars. and this she had left to her rela- 
tives. The Smiths and the Nelsons—Mrs. 
Fafr’s mother was married twice, the sec- 
ond time to @ man named Nelson—were 
reasonably rich, no matter what happened, 
and great was the stir in the little New 
Jersey towns of Newmarket, Caldwell and 
Union, where they live. : 

Speedily it bé@ame apparent that the Fair 
family was weary of litigation over ih- 
heritances, The sisters of Charles L. Fair 
and their husbands were willing to make 
a settlement and the Smiths and the Nel- 
sons were glad to escape a long lawsuit. 

It was said at the time that the Fairs 
settled with the relatives of Mrs. Fair for 
$1,000,000, but the amount was somewhat 
less than that, although there were some 
provisions which may greatly increase it 
later, The New Jersey heirs hope that 
the share of Mrs. Fair’s mother will: ap- 
proximate $1,000,000, and that the brothers 
and sisters will get $60,000 each. . 

Mrs. Charles L. Fair remembered the 
long hours of toil and the small pay she 
received when she worked in a mill in 
Plainfield, N. J., and she was determined 
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that others of Ler family should not work 
as she did if she could ease their way for 
them. 

She had abounding faith in the hard com- 
mon sense and judgment of her relatives, 
so she did not seek in her will to tie up 
her money in any way. The bulk of it was 
left to her mother. The amount that Mrs: 
Hannah Elizabeth Nelson has r@ggeived is 
about $600,000, and each brother and sister 
has received 830,000. . 

If Mvs, Fair’s family had plunged into ex- 
travagance and rictous display it would 
not séern unnatural to those who do not 
know the Smiths and the Nelsons. The 
swarm of shafps with investment schemes 
and all manner of tricks to catch those who 
have been raised suddenly into wealth 
descended upon Newmarket. The sharks 
departed wiser and sadder than they came. 
They found a hard-headed family that 
would not listen to their schemes. Houses 
and lots appealed to Mrs. Fair’s heirs more 
than gold bricks, ard bonds and mortgages 
were more enticing than stock in mining 
companies or any company that promised 
100 per cent. 

To Mrs. Nelgon the fortune which she 
has inherited earns little in the way of 
pearsonal luxury. She is 72 years old. She 
cannot adjust her living nor her 
ideas to luxury, for she has lived 


by toil and struggle, and if she were 
to depart from her simple ways she would 
be unhappy. The chief delight she extracts 
from her wealth is the knowledge that she 
can leave it to her children. 

Her first act upon getting possession of 
her half million was to make a wilt divid- 
ing the money equally among her children 
and those of Mrs. Sarah Leffler, who is 
dead. Then, with the aid of the officers 
of the Montclair Savings Bank, ashe set 
about making safe investments. She wants 
to see the principal increase to at least 
three-quarters. of a million before che dies. 

Thus far Mrs. Nelson nas shown no great 
interest in charities. She did promise to 
give the Baptist Church in Newmarket 
$100 providing enough money was raised to 
pay off the mortgage; but beyond that she 
has-confined her ventures strictly to busi- 
ness. )

Of course there are in every city brothers who are associated in business who 
have made such success that they are among the foremost men in town; and what 


is true in other cities is true in St. Louis.

cases ate not numerous where two or more brothers have 


started out alone either 


in the same or different fields and each achieved such great success that it is al- 
ways necessary to mention the Christian name to distinguish their business.

LANSON D. BROWN and George 
Warren Brown are striking types 
of brothers who have become suc- 

cessful independently of each other. The 
case of these brothers is unique in that 
they have both become millionaires while 
conducting rival shoe manufacturing eon- 
cerns in St. Louis. 

Alanson’ D. Brown is president of the 
Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. 
be the largest institution of its kind in 
the world. ; 

George Warren Brown is president of the 
Brown Shoe Co., an important St. Louts 
manufacturing concern. 

Alanson D. Brown is six years older than 
George Warren Brown. The former is 55 
and the latter 49 years oid. Both were born 
in Granville, Washington County, N. Y. 

A. D. Brown spent his boyhood on a 
farm and‘at 17 went to Rutland, Vt., where 
he .took a course in a commercial col- 
lege. Two years later he went with an 
uncle to Columbus, Miss., where he served 
his relative as a clerk for three year». 
Then he was made a partner and ‘wo 
vears later sold his interest in the partner- 
ship for $13,000. Com.ng to St. Louis with 
the money, when 2% years old, Mr. Brown 
formed a partnership with J. M. Hamilton. 
Their business was successful from the 
start and from this start grew the gigantic 
‘house of Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. to to- 
cay. : 

George Warren Brown was brought up 
on the same farm as his older brother and 
todk a business course at Troy, N. Y. At 
the age of 20 he came to St. Louls and 
took a position with Hamilton & Brown. 
A year later he became a traveling sales- 
mati and four years thereafter resigned to 
g0 Into business for himself. ’ 
He, too, prospered in his néw venture and 
in 1878 formed a partnership with A. L. 
Bryan and J. B. Desnoyers. In 1881 the 
firm was incorporated as the Bryan-Brown 
Shee Co. In the intervening years both 
Mesers. Bryan and Desnoyers retired and 


’ the name was changed to the Browr Shoe 
Co. 


For many years A. D. Brown has been 
the head and controlling spirit of the 
Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. There has never 
been any talk of consolidating these two 
concerns and the brothers seem to be con- 
tent to remain business rivals for the re- 
mainder of their commercial careers. 

A. D. Brown lives in a magnificent home 
at 4616 Lindell boulevard and George War- 
ren Brown hes a palatial residence in 
Portiand place. 
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HE careers of Postmaster Frederick 

W. Baumhoff and his brother, George 

W. Baumhoff are illustrative of the 
possibiifities for poor boys in St. Louis.

William A. Gardner arrived in St. Louis 
when quite young, and almost immediate- 
ly became associated with Mr. Cobb. Sev 
eral years ago he was taken into partner- 
stip. He is now wealthy and prominent 
on change. He is married and resides at 
4122 Maryland avenue. 

Russell Gardner is possibly the best 
known of the three brothers. He is noted 
throughout the country as the man who 
made a quarter of a million dollars in 15 
years and then announced that he intend- 
cod to quit working and enjoy his money. 

He started to manufacture spokes and 
buggy material at Union City, Tenn., on a 
capital of $2200 borrowed, he says, from an 
indulgent relative. He continued in that 
business and at that place until 1891, when 
with a cash capital of $32,000 that he aeccu- 
mulated he unfurled the flag of the Banner 
Buggy Co at Columbus, O. Five years 
later he removed the plant to St. Louis. 
Since that time it has paid its only stock- 
holder over $200,000. 

In January, 1901, Mr. Gardner announced 
that he intended to cease toiling and en- 
deavoring to increase his business. He 
turned over the active management to 
faithful employes and has spent much of 


. 
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his time since on his yacht and in other 
pleasure pursuits. Mr. Gardner is married 
and resides at 4255 Westminster place. 

Frederick D. Gardner came to 8t. Louis 
about 12 vears ago and entered the service 
of a coffin company as bookkeeper. Within 
a few years he organized a company and 
bought out the old company. Since then 
he had purchased nearly all the stock of 
his partners and is virtually the sole owner 
of the plant. The St. Louis Coffin Co. is 
the concern and it is one of the largest in 
the United States. Mr. Gardner is married 
and resides at 4827 Olive street. 

AUL A. FUSZ, president of the Gran- 

p ite-Bimetallic Consolidated Mining 

Co., second vice-president and di- 
rector in the Colonial Trust Co., is a 
brother of Louis Fusz, proprietor of the 
Regina Flour Mills. 

The brothers were born in Hericourt, 
France, but their parents removed to St. 
Louls when the two sons were quite young. 

Paul Fusz entered the service of Chou- 
teau, Harrison & Valle, iron dealers, as an 
errand boy, and remained with that corpor- 
ation until he became general manager of 
its affairs. He was in charge of the La- 
clede Rolling Mills and other interests of 
the firm when he resigned in 1866 to become 
treasurer of the Granite Mountain Mining 
Co., in which he made considerable money. 

In 1889 he was elected president of the 
Bi-metallic Mining Co., retaining that posi- 
tion until 1898 when that corporation was 
united with the Granite Mountain and Mr. 
Fursz became president of the joint cor- 
poration. Mr..Fursg is a widower., He re- 
sides at 89 North Grand avenue. He has 
no children. 

Louis Fusz, besides being president of the 
Regina Flour Mills, ig president of the Des- 
loge Lead Co. and a director in the Ger- 
manta Savings Bank. He was a clefk for 
Chouteau, Harrison & Valle before his 
brother became errand boy for the firm.

times. The éarliest Chinese refet- 

ence made to it was that of Confucius 400 
B. Cc. But the authority of this reference 
is questioned. If it could be proven there 
would be reason to believe that the chrys- 
anfhemum was cultivated at a much more 
remose perlod, because the flower iaust 
have been fairly well developed before it 
could have attracted the attention of so 
great a worker as Confuctus. The atten- 
tion of the Japanese was probably not 
centered on the chrysanthemum until a 
much later pericd.- Japanese interest in 
the flower can be traced to the latter part 
of the twelfth century, when the crest and 
arms of the Mikado were decmated with 
it. As it would be unreasonable to suppose 
that those arms were decorated with the 
almost insignificant original chrysanthe- 
mum it must be concluded that the pat- 
tern was taken from a flower of consider- 
able beauty, and thereby is established the 
belief that the?chrysanthemum must have 
received the intolligent attention of ths 
Japanese at an earlier date. The lack of 
definite knowledge in regard to the early 
history and origin of the chrysanthemum 
has occasioned a great Geal of controversy. 

Since its introduction into Europe over 
two centuries ago, the chrysanthemum has 
received considerable attention regarding 
its nomenclature. In the year 14688 Brey- 
nius, a merchant of Dantzig, while writing 
on the rare plants, observed in the cele- 
brated gardens of Holland, described the 
chrysanthemum as Matnicaria Japonica 
Maxima, rofering to the large flowered va- 
wiety,. and recorded several varieties, em- 
bracing several shades of color. No par- 
ticular attention seerms to have been given 
these plants, as they were lost, and no 
further record of their existence can be 
found. 

In the latter part of the seventeenth 
and In the early part of the eighteenth cen- 
turies tho small flowered or unimproved 
ghryganthemume, were described by vari- 
ous botanists, but their descriptions were 
from dried specimens collected in foreign 
countries. Not until 1764,is there any rec- 
ord of the culture of the small flowered 
variety in Burope. At that time it was 

rowing in the Apothecaries’ Garden at 

eleea, England, under the name of ‘‘Ma- 
tricarian Indica.” ‘This, also, was lost, but 
a herbarium specimen of the same is stil 
preserved In the British Museum. 

The large flowered variety, desarfbed by 
Breynius, wae reintroduged into Europe 
and sent from China to France in 1779 by a 
merchant of Marseilles. Shortly after it 
was sent to the Royal Gardens at London, 
Engiand. This was its first appearance in 
Pngiand. 

New varieties weré constantly being in- 
troduced from China, until in the early 

rt of the nineteenth century a large col- 

tion was to be found in Europe.

Up to this time the varieties known to 


Europeans were the Chinese style, having 
globular, symmetrical flowers. 

In 1862 the first “Japanese chrysanthe- 
mums arrived in England. They were hailed 
with delight by all. However, after these 
novelties were generally known interest in 
them began to fade. The English people, 
being accustomed to the spherical flowers 
of the Chinese varieties, would not be rec- 
onciled to the less formal appearance of 
the Japanese type. On the other hand 
the French people disliked the formal 
Chinese type and preferred the more 
graceful Japanese forms. 

The development of the chrysanthemum 
in Europe is almost entirely due to the 
interest taken by the Bnglish people in 
the Oriental flower. As early ‘as ‘_ 1836 
chrysanthemum exhibitions were held ‘in 
the chief cities. Now these exhibitions 
are held in almost every town. 

While such great progress was being made 
in Englant ‘n producing new chrysanthe- 
mums the American floriculturists ‘were 
busy along the same lines. [It is not 
known just when the chrysanthemum 
was introduced into this country. It was 
introduced into Europe at a time when po- 
litical affairs in Amerioa were of a grave 
nature and matters of greater import than 
floriculture occupied the public mind. It is 
supposed that the chrysanthemum was 
introduced into America about 1810, but 
this is'merely conjecture. No particular 
attention was paid to the development of 
the flower until 1880, when Dr. Walcott 
originated several new forms and exhibit- 
ed g¢hem at the exhibition of the Massachu- 
setts Horticultural ciety. Very little 
interest was taken in them, however, and 
not until 1890 did the American people be- 
come deaply interested in the now pop- 
ular flowers. 

From the small beginnings of Dr. Wal- 
cott in 1880 we now stand first in the pro- 
duction of new chrysanthemums. So suc- 
cessful have American hybridists been 
that the American varieties have been sent 
all over the world and even into the land of 
the chrysanthemum itself. Some of the 
new productions have sold as high as $1600 
for the original stock. 

While it is impossible to classify the va- 
rious kinds of chrysanthemums, yet seév- 
eral types are fairly well defined. The 
Chinese, with incurving petals and glob- 
viar flowers; the Japanese, with loose, re- 
flexing petals, often pendulous and sev- 
eral inches long; the anemone, with two 
kinds of petals, the ray and the disk, like 
the common sunflower; the pompon, or 
ultra Chinese type, with small round 
blooms, and the single forms which are 
sometimes seen growing in our gardens 
at this season of the year. 

The chrysanthemum belongs to the great 
natural order or family of plants called 
“composita,” to which the asters, daisies 
and sunflowers belong. The family is so 
named from the fact that each bloom is 
not one, but sn aggregation of flowers 
clustered on a single receptacle. 

In the single chrysanthemums are found 
two kinds of these flowers, which ere some- 
times called florets or petals, the showy 


infinitely better than those imported 


one arranged on the outside, which are 
called the ray flowers, and the short yellow 
ones found in the center forming the eye, 
called the disc flowers. 

The original chryeantfieomum had yellow 
ray flowers, or petals, with disc flowers 
of the same color. The whole head or 
bloom was not over one-half inch in di- 
ameter. The largest chrysanthemums of 
the present day, measured across the bloom 
from petal tip to petal tip, have been 
known to be 19% inches, which shows the 
marvelous development. 

The original chrysanthemum was a low- 
growing plant, about 18 inches high. The 
chrysanthemums of today range from 4 to 


8 feet in height, which is commensurate /. 


with the size of the blooms. 

Not only has the chrywanthemum in- 
creased in size, but in vartety. Instead of 
the regular petals of the older type there 
is great diversity in shape and style from 
the very short to the extremely long and 
pendulous, the straight and*the twisted, 
the narrow and the broad, some of the 
petals heing no thicker than cvarse thread, 
while others are over an inch %@ wffth. The 
most curious group is that which has its’ 
petals covered with hairs, the hirsuite type, 

The diversity in color is equally marked 
from the prevailing yellow to a deep biack- 
ish red. There is also every conceivable 
shade of pink or purple. Thousands of 
chrysanthemums are originated annually. 
The National Chrysanthemum Soclety of 
England has over 3000 varieties on its list, 
and the difficulty is how to restrict the 
number of good varieties. 

With this marvelous development the 
question naturally suggests itself: When 
shall the chrysanthemum reach its highest 
development? What shall the outcome be? 

This has been the subiect of a great deal 
of speculation in the last few years. Look- 
ing intelligently into the matter one very 
soon comes to the conclusion thag the end 
has almost been reached, and that in the 
future there may be very little improve- 
ment in size. There may be produced a 
greater variety and richer shades of color, 
but there is serious doubt that the eize will 
be increased. There are various reasons 
for holding this view, chief among which 
is that while the chrysanthemum hag re- 
ceived its gireatest development during tha 
past 8) years, yet es late afi40 years ago 
the end was almost reached, when the 
Japanese produced a variety, which, when 
raised under modern conditions has ‘pro- 
duced blooms 12 inches across. This heing 
true, the credit,of developing the chrysan- 
themum belongs, pot to the English nor to 
the Americans, bHut to those to whom it 
was originally ascribed, the Japanese.

* Salycilic Acid for Warts. 


W.—Yes, salicylic acid is used to re- 

E move warts, but in your case I ad- 

e vise you not to attempt home treat- 
ment. 

If you have a skin trouble, you should 

have expert advice, which can only be given 
after examination. 
Castor oll is perfectly harmless and will 
gometimes destroy warts. You miggt try 
thia remedy, but do not think of using any 
acid except by the advice of a skin special- 
ist who has made a careful study of your 
trouble. 

To apply castor oil smear a bit of absorb- 
ent cotton with the oil and lay it on the 
wart for a few moments three or four 
times a day. Let the oil absorb. Do not 
wash it away. 


Remedy for Wind Burn. 


DISCOURAGED ONE.—Where the skin is 
eo sensitive a great relief is obtained by 
npplying cold cream to the face before go- 
ing out. Dip a soft bit of old linen into a 
good cold cream and smear over the face. 
Wipe it off with another soft cloth and 
dust on a little powder. The cream serves 
to prevent the exhaustion of the ojl from 
the ducts, which ts caused by the wind and 
creates what ts called ‘‘wind burn.”’ 

COLD CREAM.—Pure wax, 1 ounce; sper- 
maceti, 2 ounces; almond oil, 4% pint. Melt 
then add: 
Glycerine, 3 ounces; attar of roses, 12 drops. 
Still till nearly cold, then let the mixture 
settle. This is the basis of most of the 
toliet unguents so largely sold. Any kind 
of perfume can be added to give an agree- 
able odor. 

CUCUMBER CREAM.—Vaseline, 10 
ounces; lanoline anhydrous, 5 ounces: tinc- 
ture of benzoin, 1 ounce; cucumber juice, 
freshly expreased and strained throgh ab- 
sorbent cotton, 10 ounces. Mix the vaseline 
and lanolina, incorporate the tincture and 
lastly the juice. 


To Remove Obstinate Sunburn. 
CONSTANT READER,.—Try this remedy 


a jack sunburn and use the eyebrow and eye-

inward disturbance. 

Lemon and Glycerine Lotion—Citric acid 
ematang 3. drams; hot water, 11 ounces; 
borax, 2 drarms; red rose petals, 1 ounce; 
atwecrtedd 1 ounce. 


Disrolve the acid and borax in the water; 
infuse the petals for an hour; strain 
through a jelly bag after 24 hours, decant 
the clear portion and” add the glycerine. 
Apply as often as agreeable. 

Eyebrow and Evelash Grower—Cologne, 
2% ounces; glycerine, 14 ounces; fluid ex- 
tract of jaborandi, 2 drama. 


Agitate ingredients till thoroughly incor- 
porated. Apply to the eyebrows with the 
brush, and to the lashes with a tiny cam- 
el’s hair paint brush. The brush must be 
freed from any drop and passed lightly 
along the edge of the eyelids, exercising ex- 
tremine care that no minute portion of the 
lotion touches the eye itself. 


Receipt for Face Bleach. 


CONSTANT READER.—Dr, Shoemaker’s 
face bieach is an excellent one. 

Bichloride of meroury in coarse powder, 8 
grains; with hazel, 2 ounces. Agitate tin- 
til a solution is obtained. Mop over the 
affected parts. Keep out of the way of 
ignorant persons and children. 

I give you a remedy for moth patches, 
but frequently these blemishes are only 
to be removed by an operation. 

Lanolin, 2 grams; vaseline, ™ grams; 
peroxide of hydrogen, 10 grams. Mix. Ap- 
Py at night. Wash off in the morning. 
Keep away from the hair and eyebrows.

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ROST time is the season when the Gray Goose and his twin brother, the shan- 
tyboatman, migrate south. This comparison, Man vs. Bird, is justified. 

| The Goose is lord of the air, the man supreme on the water. The bird 

claims the empyrean, the man has his home on the Mississippi river. The sky for 

one, the water for the other-and both come to earth for the same reason—to feed. 


There are 100 shantyboat folk in St, 


Louis today who will be gone ‘tomorrow. 


Their boat habitations are tied in “Little Oklahoma,” “Chicker Town,” “Kitters Head” 
and “Vulcan Bend,” eoves on the river front which some persons know well. 

“Little Oklahoma” is at the foot of Angelrodt street, in North St. Louis. The 
other boat scttlements extend from the foot of Osage street south a mile. 


There the shantyboatmen live, with their wives and babies.

TT" shantytoat folk are a restless peo- 
ple.

The boat may be a simple hut, not much 

larger than a St. Bernard kennel, or it 
may be a four or five hoom cottage, weath- 
erboarded without and papered within. But 
all are alike in respect to foundation, 
which is a simple float with a length twice 
its beam, and flat-bottomed. Each end is 
cut at an angle and the top of the float 
genorally projects two or more feet above 
the water. 
*The float ie strong and buoyant. On it the 
shantyboatman builds his house. He leaVes 
@ Space of several feet, at cach end of the 
fioat clear for deck room and a narrow run- 
way at each side so he may pass from one 
end to the other without going through 
the houss. . The construction of the house 
is limited by the financial ability of the 
owner. Likewise its furnishings. 

A poor shantyb°atman will have a house 
about 1 feet In length, § feet wide and 6 
feet high. It will be butit of pine boards 
and papered inside with tar paper. He will 
furnish it with a bunk, cook stove, a few 
household utensils and a trunk—always a 
trunk. 

This kind sf boat is worth about $20. 

Many houseboats that stop th “Littl Ok- 
Iahoma"’ are mansions compared to the s!m- 
ple craft. ‘The one pictured above has four 
rooms, ‘s painsed and papered. The owner 
offers it for sale, price $200. Jt lies in a 
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Last season the Waldorf-Astoria of house- 
boats tied in “Little Oklahoma. It had 
five rooms. The parler was cosy, and con- 
tained easy chairs, a piano, music racks 
and a hookease. The cacpet was wiltun vel- 
vet. Lace curtains decorated the windows, 
and a large mirror refected the image of 
the visitor. 

The dining rocm was comfortable, and 
the china closet was well filicd. A range in 
the kitchen heated the entire boat. The two 
bedr@oms were fitted with brass beds and 
a toilet table. EFivery room was carpeted, 
and curtains and shades were at each win- 
dow. 

This was net a houseboat of a wealthy 
man, it was the “shantyboai’’ of a working- 
man Who believed in spending his money in 
making 'things snug ‘‘aboard ship."’ 


Tpis man, the memory of his gorgeous 
craft is better remembered than his namé 
by the “Little Oklahomans,” worked, in 
the iron mills and made $3.50 a day. He 
and his wife, with no rent to pay, and fuel 
and fish at hand, could live in luxury on 
this wage.
